Regarding  the  foot  note  in  the  proposed  financial  statement  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Committee’s  report  in  connection  with  the  Assets  and 
Liabilities  of  the  Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Bursar  read  the 
following  extract  from  the  Ontario  Statutes,  Geo.  V,  1919,  Chap.  79, 
page  421,  as  contained  in  the  agreement  between  the  Conservatory  and  the 
University:-

"The  University  shall  be  free  to  make  such  arrangements  with  the 
Conservator3’-,  its  successors,  and  assigns,  in  relation  to  the  car- 
rying out  of  its  objects  as  the  University  may  from  to  time  deem 
best.  The  University  agrees  that  separate  accounts  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  kept  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  relating  to  or 
connected  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  intention  of  this  clause, 
and  that  the  assets  or  their  proceeds,  and  any  net  profits  which 
may  result  from  the  operations,  shall  be  used  only  in  connection 
with  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  not  for  other  purposes  of  the 
University. " 

The  Bursar  stated  that  as  instructed  by  the  Board  he  had  con- 
sulted the  Auditors  regarding  the  wording  of  the  foot  note  and  that 
they  approved  of  his  suggestion  that  the  original  wording  prepared  by 
the  late  Mr,  Dilwcrth  should  remain  as  follows :- 

NOTE:  Of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Toronto  Conservatory 
of  Music  and  Connaught  Laboratories  none  of  the  former  in- 
stitution and  only  some  of  the  latter  are  included  in  this 
statement . 

The  motion  which  Mr.  Morrow  proposed  to  make  as  a result  of 

his  notice  given  at  the  last  meeting  for  the  passing  of  a By-Law  to 

amend  By-Law  No.  29  was  allowed  to  rest  for  the  time  being  in  order 

that  provision  could  be  made  for  any  further  changes  which  might  be 

considered  desirable.

’’That  should  any  question  arise  that  woulii  seem,  to  any 
of  the  constituent  parties  hereinafter  named,  to  prejudice 
the  harmonious  relationship  existing  between  the  various 
constituent  units  of  the  University,  it  shall  be  the  right 
of  the  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Senate 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Council  of  University 
College,  the  Governing  bodies  of  Trinity,  St.  Michael’s  or 
Victoria  Colleges,  or  any  one  of  such  constituent  parties, 
to  refer  such  question  to  the  Committee  on  Internal  Rela- 
tions for  consideration  and  report. 

The  Internal  Relations  Committee,  upon  receipt  of  such 
request,  shall  formally  notify  the  Board  of  Governors,  en- 
closing a copy  of  the  reference,  and  at  the  next  succeeding 
meeting  of  the  Governors  a time  and  place  shall  be  set  for 
the  receipt  and  consideration  of  the  Committee’s  report.”

In  accordance  math  notice  previously  given,  lir,  Neilly,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Connaught  Laboratories’  Committee,  presented  the  follomring 
report  in  connection  m^ith  the  Estimates  of  the  Laboratories  for  the  year 
1943-44:- 

”To  the  Board  of  G-overnors, 

University  of  Toronto. 

There  is  submitted  to  you  herewith  a statement  of  estimated 
revenue  and  expenditure,  including  salaries,  of  the  Connaught 
Laboratories' for  the  fiscal  year  from  April,  1943,  to  March,  1944, 
inclusive.  These  Estimates  as  approved  by  your  Connaught  Labora- 
tories’ Comraittee  anticipate  gross  sales  of  $900, 000  and  a net 
operating  profit  of  $102,500.  Adding  to  this  non-operating 
revenue  of  $43,250.00,  and  deducting  grants  of  various  kinds,  we 
arrive  at  an  overall  favourable  balance  of  $119,500.00,  or  a sum 
equivalent  to  slightly  better  than  10%  of  our  estimated  sales. 

It  will  be  appreciated  of  course  that  these  figures  do  little 
more  than  indicate  our  present  expectations.  If  revenue  should 
prove  to  be  materially  less  than  is  now  anticipated,  expenditures 
can  and  will  be  reduced,  and,  conversely,  if  our  sales  exceed  the 
estimate,  our  expenditures  must  be  expanded  accordingly.  Under 
such  circumstances  your  Committee  will  require  a certain  amount 
of  discretionary  authority. 

If  we  include  those  presently  employed  in  the  blood  serum 
work  as  well  as  some  46  part-time  employees  paid  on  an  hourly 
basis,  it  may  be  said  that  the  number  employed  by  the  Laborator- 
ies has  just  about  doubled  since  the  v.^ar  began.  The  present  total 
is  about  425. 

As  usual  the  salarv  list  has  been  reviewed  and  adjusted  and 
the  changes  recommended'  are  set  out  specifically  in  the  main  body 
of  the  report.  The  list  is  too  long  to  consider  in  detail  but  the 
following  summary  sets  forth  the  effect  of  the  recommended  changes 
in  comparison  with  similar  figures  for  the  current  year,

Now  in  addition  to  these  averages  each  male  employee  over  21 
years  of  age  and  each  female  employee  earning  over  $1,300  per  year, 
gets  a flat  cost  of  living  bonus  of  $18.50  per  month.  All  employ- 
ees earning  $3,000  per  year  or  less  qualify  for  a cost  of  living 
bonus.  Ilov/ever,  with  the  bonus  added,  the  overall  average  is  not 
high  and  the  necessary  personnel  is  difficult  to  obtain  and  retain. 
Circumstances  may  necessitate  fur*ther  upward  revision  before  another 
year  terminates.

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President  the  sum 
of  $1,000  was  set  aside  from  the  Bursaries  Fund  of  the  University  for 
the  Session  1943-44  to  be  available  for  bursaries  for  entering  stud- 
ents in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering. 


Letters  from  the  Registrar  transmitting  the  fol-

A recommendation  from  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Forestry, 
which  had  been  approved  by  the  Senate,  that  owing  to  lack  of  facili- 
ties in  that  Faculty  no  more  than  30  students  be  admitted  to  the  First 
Year  in  1943,  and  this  recommendation  was  approved. 

A report  from  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering,  containing  a recommendation  that  the  maximum  number 
of  students  to  be  admitted  to  the  First  Year  in  that  Faculty  for  the 
Session  1943-44  be  limited  to  600  as  a present  emergency  limit,  due 
to  lack  of  lecture  room  and  laboratory  accommodation,  and  the  Board 
concurred  in  the  Senate’s  approval  of  this  recommendation. 

The  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  Facul- 
ty of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  and  approved  by  the  Senate :- 

(1)  That  no  student  be  allowed  to  repeat  the  work  of  any 
year;  the  designation  to  include  men  whether  of  military  age 
or  not  and  whether  belonging  to  a physical  category  acceptable 
to  the  Department  of  National  Defence  or  not;  and  also  to  in- 
clude women.  This  restriction  to  be  applicable  for  the  present 
to  the  Session  1943-44  only.  This  restriction  to  be  not  ap- 
plicable to  men  discharged  after  service  in  the  armed  forces. 

(2)  That  for  the  Session  1943-44  a student  carrying  a 
supplemental  in  a written  suoject  be  not  allowed  to  enrol  in 
the  next  higher  year. 

(3)  That  should  the  Council  and  the  Senate  approve  the  re- 
solutions of  this  Committee  regarding  the  registration  of  stud- 
ents for  the  coming  Session,  due  notice  of  the  regulations  shall 
be  conveyed  to  the  students  as  soon  as  may  be  possible. 

After  carefully  considering  this  matter  the  Covernors  approved 
of  the  foregoing  resolutions  subject  to  the  right  by  the  student  of  an

Correspondence  from  the  College  of  Optometry  in  connection  with 
a suggestion  that  students  enrolled  in  the  College,  who  are  also  enrolled 
as  occasional  students  in  the  University,  be  required  to  pay  the  Health 
Service  fee  beginning  with  the  Session  1943-44,  and  approval  was  given  to 
this  arrangement. 


Other  communications  were  presented  and  dealt  with 

as  follows:- 

From  i!r.  Fennell,  as  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Discipline,  request- 
ing that  the  Board  grant  to  the  Court  the  following  addition  to  its  powers 
and  duties:- 

"To  consider  and  deal  with  such  charges  of  violation  of 
regulations  respecting  University  students  as  may  appear  in  any 
existing  or  future  Order- in-Council  issued  by  the  Dominion 
Government . ” 

This  request  arose  from  the  case  of  H.  F.  Perks,  a student  of  the 
Fourth  Year  Applied  Science,  who  upon  being  examined  at  the  Recruiting 
Centre  refused  to  sign  his  questionnaire  and  in  other  ways  failed  to  co- 
operate with  the  Medical  Board.  The  Military  authorities  suggested  that 
the  University  investigate  the  matter,  and  after  doing  so  the  Court  of 
Discipline  felt  that  this  case  would  fall  under  an  Order- in-Gouncil 
regulation  with  which  it  had  no  authority  to  deal.  The  Board  therefore 
decided  that  the  request  of  the  Court  be  granted  with  the  following 
amendment  to  the  wording  submitted  by  it:- 

”To  consider  and  recommend  to  the  Board  the  proposed  action 
in  connection  with  such  charges  of  violation  of  regulations  respec- 
ting University  students  as  maj''  appear  in  any  existing  or  future 
Order-in-Council  issued  by  the  Dominion  Government."

From  Professor  W,  P.  M.  Kennedy  advising  that  the  Carswell  Cora- 
panjr  Limited  found  it  advisable,  in  view  of  existing  conditions,  to 
discontinue  their  Prizes  in  the  School  of  Law  for  the  duration,  v/hich 
consisted  of  two  prizes  in  Law  books,  each  of  the  value  of  $25,00. 


The  President  presented  a letter  from  Senor  Juan 
Ulises  G-arcia,  Dominican  Consul,  Toronto,  offering  on  behalf  of  Doctor 
Rafael  L.' Trujillo  Molina,  the  President  of  the  Dominican  Republic, 
an  annual  scholastic  prize  for  the  student  who  distinguishes  himself 
in  the  study  of  Spanish,  consisting  of  a sum  of  money  and  a medal. 

This  generous  offer  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Board  and  the  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  convey  their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
donor.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Senate  for  consideration  of 
the  academic  details. 


The  Bursar  presented  a letter  from  Miss  Charlotte 
H.  La3/"ton,  Secretary  of  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education, 
advising  of  the  further  generous  action  of  the  T,  Eaton  Company  Limited, 
by  vjhich  the  following  books,  equipment,  etc.,  the  property  of  the 
Margaret  Eaton  School,  are  turned  over  to  the  University  for  the  use 
of  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education: - 

(1)  The  turning  over  to  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education  the  furniture  and  equipment  at  No.  415  Yonge  Street 
contained  in  the  list  attached  to  Miss  La\?'ton*s  letter. 

(2)  An  insurance  policy  in  the  amount  of  $5,000  with  the 
Century  Insurance  Company  covering  the  above-mentioned  contents, 
which  had.  been  taken  out  by  the  T,  Eaton  Company  in  the  name  of 
the  Governors  of  the  University'”  of  Toronto  and  the  premium  paid 
by  the  Company  to  the  date  of  expiry,  viz:  February  25th,  1946. 

(3)  An  additional  coverage  of  $1,000  on  the  policy  which 
the  University  is  carrying  on  the  Library  at  No.  415  Yonge 
Street,  donated  to  it  by  the  T.  Eaton  Company,  which  expires 
October  1st,  1943. 

(4)  An  additional  list  of  books  at  No.  99  St.  George  Street 
which  previously  were  overlooked  when  the  original  list  was  sent 
to  the  University,  and  which  according  to  Mr.  Elliott’s  letter 
of  February  9th,  1943,  to  Miss  Somers  may  be  considered  to  be 
the  property’”  of  the  School. 

(5)  The  articles  of  furniture  and  equipment  at  No.  99  St. 

George  Street  contained  in  the  list  accompanying  Miss  Layton’s 
letter,  which  the  Company  has  also  turned  over  to  the  School. 

The  Governors  expressed  sincere  appreciation  of  the  Company’s  action. 

NOTE ; Mr.  Adaras  of  the  T.  Eaton  Company  subsequently  advised  the 

Bursar  that  the  amount  of  $1,000  referred  to  in  Clause  3 above  was 

not  an  additional  coverage  but  that  the  form  of  wording  sent  to  us 

was  merely  an  endorsement  to  be  attached  to  our  policy.

Under 
section  6 (3)  of  the  University  Act,  Victoria  University  and  Trinity 
College  are  declared  to  be  ’’universities”  federated  with  the  Univer- 
sity.

Clause  3 states  that  three  members  of  the  Committee  are 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board.  From  the  wording  of  clause  6 it  would 
appear  that  these  three  members  are  to  be  members  of  the  Board,  but 
clause  3 does  not  definitely  state  this.  Perhaps  it  would  be  advis- 
able to  change  the  wording  of  clause  3 to  read  - ’’That  the  Chancel- 
lor, the  Chairman  and  the  President  and  three  other  members  of  the 
Board  chosen  by  the  Board  shall  be  members  of  this  Committee.” 

In  clause  5 before  the  word  ’’colleges”  the  words  ’’feder- 
ated universities  and”  should  be  inserted.  In  the  same  line  it 
would  seem  to  me  desirable  to  substitute  the  word  ’’persons”  for 
’’those” . 

In  clause  6 I think  the  word  ’’bodies”  might  be  more  ap- 
propriate than  ’’parties”  in  lines  2 and  8 and  ’’units”  in  line  4. 

I think,  too,  that  the  word  ’’and”  should  be  substituted  for  ”or” 
between  the  words  ”St.  Michael’s”  and  ’’Victoria”.  In  the  same 
paragraph  the  Committee  is  referred  to  as  the  ’’Committee  on  Inter- 
nal Relations".  Probably  it  would  be  better  to  use  the  name 
’’University  Internal  Relations  Committee”,  which  is  the  name  to  be 
adopted  under  clause  1.  In  the  second  paragraph  of  clause  6,  I 
think  it  would  be  advisable  to  substitute  the  word  ’’Board”  for 
’’Governors”  in  the  next-to-last  line,  as  the  word  ’’Board”  has  been 
used  in  the  earlier  clauses. 

The  meaning  of  the  second  paragraph  of  clause  6 does  not 
seem  altogether  clear.  Is  it  the  Intention  that  the  Board,  on 
notification  by  the  Internal  Committee  that  a request  (or  reference) 
has  been  made  to  it  by  one  of  the  constituent  bodies,  is  to  fix  a 
time  for  consideration  of  this  information,  or  is  the  Committee  to 
proceed  with  the  consideration  and  report  its  finding  to  the  Board 
before  the  Board  deals  with  the  matter?  Should  there  not  be  some 
declaration  of  what  the  Committee  is  to  do  when  a reference  is  made 
to  it? 

Would  it  be  advisable  in  clause  7 to  provide  for  the 
election  of  a Vice-Chairman  to  act  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman? 

Nothing  is  said  as  to  the  term  of  office  of  the  members 
of  the  Committee.  It  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  provide  that  the 
members  are  to  be  appointed  annually  or  are  to  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  respective  bodies  v/hich  appoint  them. 

As  I mentioned  to  you,  it  is  customary  when  amending  a 
by-law  to  make  the  amendment  by  by-law.  However,  in  view  of  the 
provisions  of  sections  31  (a)  and  37  of  the  University  Act,  I do 
not  think  there  could  be  any  question  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
proposed  action  of  the  Board  in  dealing  with  the  matter  by  resolu- 
tion.

of  the  Committee,  His  Lordship  instructed  me  to  include  both  these 
colleges  in  clause  6 of  the  revised  draft,  b\it  to  mention  this  fact  par- 
ticularly in  forwarding  the  draft  to  j^ou.  If  it  is  not  intended  that 
these  colleges  should  be  included,  I think  the  wording  of  clause  2 should 
be  altered  by  specif3ring  the  names  of  the  federated  universities  and  col- 
leges which  are  to  appoint  representatives  to  the  Committee.

6.  Should  any  question  arise  which  would  appear  to  any  of  the 
bodies  whose  representatives  constitute  the  Committee  to  prejudice 
the  harmonious  relationship  existing  between  the  various  constituent 
bodies  of  the  University,  the  Board,  the  Senate  of  the  University  of 
Toronto,  the  Council  of  University  College  and  the  governing  bodies 
of  Victoria  University,  Trinity  College,  Knox  College,  V/ycliffe  Col- 
lege and  St.  Mchael^s  College  or  any  one  of  such  constituent  bodies 
maj'’  refer  such  question  to  the  Comraittee  for  consideration  and  report 
to  the  Board.  The  Secretary  of  the  Comraittee  shall  forthwith  notify 
the  Board  and  the  bodies  whose  representatives  constitute  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  reference  enclosing  a copy  thereof  and  shall  forthwith 
call  a meeting  of  the  Committee  by  giving  to  each  member  at  least 
seven  da3’‘s*  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held,  to  consider  the  reference  and  their  report 
thereon.

The  Bursar  reported  that  owing  to  the  large  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  women  in  his  office,  the  washroom  and  lavatory 
accommodation  for  them  had  become  wholly  inadequate.  He  stated  that 
after  discussing  this  matter  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Mac- 
donald had  instructed  the  University  Superintendent  to  prepare  plans 
for  enlarging  the  present  quarters.  These  plans  were  submitted  by  the 
Bursar  to  the  meeting,  and  the  Superintendent  estimated  that  the  pro- 
posed alterations  would  cost  |2,400.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Chairman  and  Dr.  Gibson,  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee,  who  at 
the  close  of  the  meeting  gave  approval  for  proceeding  with  the  work  as 
soon  as  possible  in  an  endeavour  to  have  it  completed  within  the  pre- 
sent fiscal  year  1942-43  so  that  the  cost  of  the  same  could  be  charged 
to  the  funds  of  the  present  year.

After  discuss- 
ing the  natter,  particularly  the  rulings  of  the  Government  in  previous 
cases  in  exempting  the  University  from  certain  regulations  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  an  arm  of  the  Government , the  Board  Instructed  the  Secretary 
to  refer  the  matter  to  the  University  Solicitor  for  his  consideration.

In  discussing  the  question  of  a remission  of 
fees  to  the  extent  of  $50  in  the  case  of  holders  of  the  proposed  Ontario

Yesterda37'  two  representatives  of  the  British  Purchasing 
Agenc3''  in  V/ashington  arrived  at  Connaught  Laboratories  desirous  of 
contracting  for  all  we  could  produce  of  a certain  biological  product 
that  is  urgentl3^  required  overseas.  We  have  made  the  product  in 
quantit3^  and  are  therefore  quite  familiar  with  the  process  and  the 
requirements  for  quantit3.r  production,  but  we  are  alread3^  overii-oaded 
at  the  Laboratories,  Moreover,  to  acquiesce  means  a further  capital 
expenditure  of  roughly  $100,000. 

Recognizing  these  difficulties,  the3^  continued  to  stress 
the  urgent  necessity,  and  Dr.  Defries  discussed  the  matter  with  his 
staff  and  the  writer  3resterday. 

The  decision  reached  was  that  if  me  were  given  a firm 
order  for  such  part  of  their  requirements  as  we  could  prudentl3r  under- 
take to  produce,  we  would  proceed.

For  reasons  which  need  not  be  here  enumerated,  a * ye  s * 
or  *no*  answer  was  necessary  by  to-day  at  noon,  and  I authorized  Dr. 
Defries,  our  Director,  to  proceed  upon  the  basis  outlined  above.

WHEREAS  in  the  U.S.A.  the  basic  Insulin  patent  and  all  other 
patents  o^'med  b3'-  the  University  of  Toronto  covering  the  original 
form  of  Insulin  have  expired  - 

AND  V'/IiERSAS  an  Insulin  testing  laboratorjr  has  been  established 
in  Washington  under  the  control  of  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Adminis- 
tration - 

AND  WHEREi\.S  these  developments  have  made  it  necessarj^  and 
desirable  to  make  some  changes  in  testing  and  financial  arrangements 
between  the  University  of  Toronto  and  its  licensees  -

not  retroactively,  by  the  giving  of  (and  at  the  expiration  of)

at  the  expiration  of)  three  months’  notice  addressed  in  writing  to 
the  Universit37-  hy  the  licensee. 

3.  Zinc-Insulin  cr3^stals  sold  as  such  or  sold  in  the  form  of 

bulk  preparations  of  such  cip^stals. 

That  in  instances,  if  any,  where  a licensee  sells  zinc- 

insulin  crustals  as  such,  or  sells  bulk  preparations  of  such  crystals, 
the  royalty  payable  remain  as  specified  in  licenses,  subject,  however, 
to  the  understanding  that  collection  of  this  royalt3r  will  be  waived 
in  special  circumstances,  for  example  in  the  case  of  sales  by  one 
licensee  to  another  or  sales  to  the  Government  of  the  U.3.A.  for  pur- 
poses of  exports  for  the  use  of  licensees  overseas. 

4.  Insulin  (other  than  Insulin  made  from  crystals)  sold  in  regu- 
lar  market  packages  in  or  as  in  the  form  of  Insulin  U.S.P.

(b)  That  as  from  1st  January,  1942,  the  requirement  that 
licensees  submit  samples  to  the  University,?-  prior  to  sale  of  batches 
represented  by  the  samples  be  considered  and  treated  - in  the  case 
of  Insulin  (other  than  Insulin  made  from  crystals)  sold  in  regular 
market  packages  in  or  as  in  the  form  of  Insulin  U.S.P.  - as  no  longer 
of  any  force  or  effect,  and  that  collection  of  ro3?-alt3?-  on  sales  of 
such  Insulin  be  discontinued,  provided,  however,  that  in  any  instances 
where  a licensee  desires  to  have  any  samples  of  such  Insulin  tested  at 
the  University?-  prior  to  sale  of  the  batch  of  Insulin  represented  by  ■ 
the  sample,  a testing  and  service  fee  will  be  payable  by  the  licensee, 
this  fee  to  amount  to  2^  cents  per  1,000  units  of  net  sales  of  the 
batch  of  Insulin  concerned. 

5.  Bulk  preparations  of  Insulin  of  U.S.P.  type  (other  than  Insulin 
made  from  cr3?-stals)  sold  in  bulk,  or  bulk  sales  of  amorphous 
extracts  or  concentrates  from  which  such  bulk  preparations  can 

be  made. 

That  in  instances,  if  an3?-,  where  a licensee  is  interested  in 

selling  a bulk  preparation  of  Insulin  U.S.P.  t3rpe  (other  than  Insulin 
made  from  crystals),  or  in  selling  a bulk  amorphous ' extract  or  concen- 
trate from  which  such  a bulk  preparation  of  Insulin  could  be  made, the 
requirement  that  licensees  submit  samples  to  the  University  prior  to 
sale  of  batches  represented  by  the  samples  be  considered  and  treated 
(in  the  case  of  the  bulk  material  concerned)  as  no  longer  of  any  force 
or  effect,  and  that  there  be  no  collection  of  roualty  on  sales  of  such 
bulk  material,  provided,  however,  that  in  Instance  where  a licen- 

see desires  to  have  au3?-  sample  of  such  bulk  material  tested  at  the 
Unlversit3?-  prior  to  sale  of  the  batch  represented  b3?-  the  sample,  a 
testing  and  service  fee  will  be  payable  b3?-  the  licensee,  this  fee  to 
be  equiymlent  to  fiy/e  per  cent  of  the  licensee’s  net  sales  receipts 
from  the  bulk  material  so  sold,  subject,  however,  to  the  understand- 
ing that  collection  of  the  fee  will  be  waived  in  special  circumstan- 
ces, for  example  in  the  case  of  sales  b3?-  one  licensee  to  another  or 
sales  to  the  Government  of  the  U.S.A.  for  purposes  of  exports  for  the 
use  of  licensees  overseas,  and  subject  to  the  further  understanding 
that  the  provisions  of  this  item  5 are  to  be  applicable  throughout  the 
period  ending  30th  June,  1946,  at  yvhich  tim.e  these  provisions  may  be 
changed  or  renewed  in  such  manner  as  ma3?-  at  that  time  be  concluded  as 
satisfactor3r  to  the  Universit3r  and  the  licensees.

Also  arising  out  of  the  minutes  the  Bursar  read 
the  following  letter  from  the  University  Solicitor  regarding  the  status 
of  the  University  in  connection  with  the  National  Selective  Service  regu- 
lations ;- 

”C.  E.  Higginbottom,  Esq., 

Bursar,  University  of  Toronto, 

Toronto , 5 . 

Dear  Mr.  Higginbottom; - 

RE;  National  Selective  Service  Regulations 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have 
considered  this  matter  and  give  below  my  opinion. 

Under  the  Selective  Service  Regulations,  it 
is  provided  that  an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  the  Regulations 
shall  not  include  a person  emplo3red  by  His  Majesty  in  right  of  any 
Province , 
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You  will  remember  that  in  1940  at  your  request  I 
took  up  with  the  Commissioner  of  Income  Tax  the  question  of  the 
University's  right  to  exemption  from  tax  on  the  ground  that  the 
University  is  performing  a function  of  Government.  The  Commis- 
sioner gave  effect  to  this  submission. 

The  grounds  in  support  of  the  submission  were  set 
out  in  letters  to  the  Commissioner  of  Income  Tax  of  March  1st, 
April  3rd  and  April  13th,  1940,  of  which  you  have  copies.  After 
a draft  of  the  letter  of  April  13th,  1940,  was  submitted  to  you, 
a clause  was  added  pointing  out  that  the  University  has  been 
exempted  by  the  Treasury  Department  at  V/ashington  from  United 
States  federal  income  tax  as  an  educational  and  governmental  in- 
stitution, with  respect  to  income  of  the  University  arising  in 
the  United  States.  This  was  mentioned  in  my  letter  to  you  of 
April  13th,  1940. 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  grounds  on  v/hich  the 
University  claimed  and  was  granted  exemption  in  respect  of  income 
tax  should  also  apply  in  the  case  of  the  Selective  Service  Regu- 
lations. I pointed  out  to  you  at  the  time  the  question  of  income 
tax  was  taken  up  that  the  matter  is  not  free  from  doubt,  but  the 
status  of  the  University  as  an  arm  of  the  Provincial  Government 
was  recognized  in  that  case  and  I feel  that  this  should  apply  in 
connection  with  the  Selective  Service  Regulations.  If  you  wish 
me  to  do  so  I shall  be  glad  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  Selec- 
tive Service  authorities. 

I understand  that  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Com- 
mission made  a ruling  that  the  University  is  not  subject  to  the 
terms  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
an  educational  institution  not  carried  on  for  gain.  The  Univer- 
sity Press  was  also  exempted  from  the  operation  of  Order  No.  223 
of  the  1/Yartime  Prices  and  Trade  Board  respecting  the  distribution 
and  use  of  print  paper  within  Canada  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a 
part  of  the  University  and  as  such  a non-profit  organization.

Report  Number  222  of  the  Property  Coraraittee  was 

presented  as  follows:- 

"The  Property  Committee  begs  to  report  that  it  has  held 
two  meetings,  one  on  Thursday,  April  29th,  following  which  the  members 
met  with  Victoria  College  Board  at  dinner  at  Burwash  Hall,  and  the 
other  on  Tuesday,  May  25th,  and  submits  the  following  recommendations 
for  the  approval  of  the  Board 

1.  A,  J.  Maycock,  Caretaker  of  the  Plousehold  Science  Build- 
ing, reached  the  retiring  age  in  November,  1941,  but  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  your  Committee  his  appointment  v/as  continued  for  another 
year  from  July  1st,  1942,  as  the  Superintendent  stated  that  he  was 
still  capable  of  giving  good  service  and  that  it  was  difficult  to  ob- 
tain a suitable  successor  on  account  of  the  war.  For  the  same  reasons 
the  Superintendent  again  recoroiaends  that  Maycock  be  appointed  for  an- 
other year  from  July  1st,  1943,  and  your  Committee  concurs  in  this 
recommendation. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  Grounds  reports  to 
your  Committee  that  the  appropriation  for  ’Fuel*  will  fall  short  of 
meeting  the  cost  of  this  item  for  the  present  year  1942-43  by  approx- 
imately f 10, 000. 00,  due  to  the  lov/er  temperature  during  the  period 
October  1st  to  April  30th,  and  in  some  measure  to  the  fact  that  the 
coal  may  not  have  been  quite  as  high  a grade. 

Your  Committee  therefore  concurs  in  the  Superintend- 
ent’s recommendation  that  the  above  amount  of  $10,000.00  be  provided

3.  The  Superintendent  has  informed  your  Committee  that  he 
usually  calls  for  tenders  for  coal  about  this  time  but  that  in  view  of 
the  present  situation  nothing  has  yet  been  done  in  this  connection. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee 
be  authorized  to  make  necessary  arrangements  in  this  matter  regarding 
the  supply  of  coal  for  the  year  1943-44. 

4.  Your  Committee  has  given  consideration  to  the  request 
of  the  Royal  Canadian  Institute  for  a renewal  of  the  lease  of  No.  198 
College  Street  and  begs  to  recommend  that  the  Institute  be  allowed  to 
continue  as  tenants  at  will  at  the  present  annual  rental  of  $25.00  on 
the  follov\^ing  conditions 

(a)  That  should  the  University  desire  to  take  possession  of  the 

premises  the  Institute  would  vacate  upon  being  given  three 
months’  notice. 

(b)  That  on  terminating  the  tenancy  at  will  the  University  pay  the 

Institute  the  sum  of  $12,000  for  a release  of  any  interest 
the  Institute  may  have  in  the  house  or  the  lease. 

5.  Referring  to  the  proposals  made  by  Chancellor  Brown  of 
Victoria  University  in  his  letter  of  February  11th  regarding  the  leases 
of  Wymilwood  and  the  Drynan  property  (Emmanuel  College  site) , together 
with  the  property  at  No.  63  St.  George  Street  owned  by  Victoria,  a full 
discussion  of  this  matter  took  place  at  a joint  meeting  of  your  Commit- 
tee and  the  Property  Committee  of  Victoria.  Following  this  meeting 
your  Committee  again  considered  the  whole  matter  very  carefully,  and 
while  desiring  to  do  everything  possible  to  meet  the  wishes  of  Victoria 
begs  to  recommend  that  inasmuch  as  the  advice  of  the  University  Super- 
intendent is  that  it  would  cost  about  $31,500  to  rehabilitate  the 
house  at  No.  63  St.  George  Street  and  furnish  it,  the  University  could 
not  afford  to  purchase  it,  especially  as  it  could  be  put  to  only  a 
temporary  use.  Accordingly,  your  Comiaittee  further  recommends  that 
Victoria  be  given  a renewal  of  the  lease  of  Lot  No.  67  at  a reduced 
rental  from  $1,100  to  $840  per  annum  for  21  years  from  January  1st, 
1938,  the  expiry  date  of  the  previous  lease.

6.  Regarding  the  request  of  Victoria  University,  em- 
bodied in  the  above-mentioned  proposal,  for  a renewal  of  the  lease 
of  Wymilwood,  84  Queen's  Park,  for  a further  SI  years  from  June  1, 
1943,  at  a reduced  rental  from  $975  to  $1.00  per  annum,  your  Com- 
mittee has  considered  this  matter  at  length  and  feels  that  it 
cannot  see  its  way  to  recommend  this  reduction  in  rental  but  thinks 
that  Victoria  should  be  given  a renewal  at  the  present  rent  of 
$975  per  annum.

In 
view  of  the  fact  that  no  expenditures  were  expected  to  be  made  in  the 
immediate  future  it  was  ordered  that  this  amount  be  invested, and  the 
arrangement  for  such  investment  was  left  with  fir.  Ross,  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee.

The  Chairman  informed  the  Board  that  he  had 
received  information  regarding  the  question  of  granting  degrees  in  ab- 
sentia to  students  on  Active  Service  and  the  payment  of  fees  in  connec- 
tion therewith.  After  discussing  this  matter  it  was  referred  to  the 
President  for  consultation  with  the  Heads  of  the  Colleges  in  order  to 
obtain  their  views.  The  following  memorandum  was  presented: - 

”In  an3'‘  Honour  Arts  course  which  consists  of  four  years,  where 
a student  has  completed  three  ^/-ears  the  University  will  grant 
the  student  his  degree  in  absentia  if  the  student  is  on  active 
service,  but  only  on  payment  of  his  full  tuition  fees  for  that 
year.  In  other  words,  the  student  pays  tuition  fees  for  a year 
when  he  gets  no  tuition,  and  is  on  active  service  for  his  coun- 
tr37".  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  wishes  to  complete  his  course 
after  the  V/ar  the  Government  will  pay  his  fees  and  grant  him 
f9.00  a week  for  board.  The  situation,  in  short,  is  that  the 
student  who  is  in  a financial  position  to  pay  now  for  tuition 
which  he  is  not  getting  will  receive  his  degree  in  absentia, 
but  the  one  who  is  not  in  such  a fortunate  position  will  either 
have  to  go  without  his  degree,  or  complete  his  course  at  the 
Government’s  expense  after  the  Vi/ar.” 


In  view  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
students  attending  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  owing  to  the  war, 
the  Board  decided  to  reduce  the  amount  of  $15,000  called  for  under  the 
existing  agreement  by  the  sum  of  $2,500.,  thus  making  the  amount  to  be 
paid  by  the  College  for  the  Session  1943-44  $12,500. 


The  Bursar  presented  a summary  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  month  of  May,  and  also  his  Estimate,  under 
B3'’-Law  No.  20,  of  the  aiaount  required  to  defra3'-  Current  Expenditure 
for  the  balance  of  the  month  of  June  and  the  first  part  of  the  month 
of  July.  Ordered  that  an  Accountable  Vifarrant  for  Four  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($400,000)  be  issued  to  the  Bursar. 
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The  Bursar  also  presented  correspondence  from 
Dean  Cosens  of  the  Faculty  of  Forestr3’-,  emphasizing  the  desirability  of 
the  University  acquiring  an  additional  piece  of  property  adjacent  to 
the  University/-  Forest  Camp  in  the  Township  of  Sherborne,  upon  which  the 
Provincial  G-overnment  proposes  to  erect  buildings  this  Summer  for  the 
accommodation  of  Forestry^-  students  and  Rangers.  The  property  in  ques- 
tion consists  of  Lots  4 and  6,  Concession  A,  Township  of  Sherborne, 
According  to  the  Provincial  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  Lot  4 is 

worth  about  $700  and  contains  43  acres;  Lot  6 contains  79  acres  and

is  worth  about  $300;  making  a total  valuation  of  $1,000  for  the  two 
lots  which  are  registered  in  the  name  of  Margaret  Fulia  Band.  It  is

REPORT  EUI\/[BER  150  OF  THE  FINANCE  COIMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  begs  to  report  that  it  held  three 
meetings  - Wednesday,  May  26th,  Tuesday,  Tune  1st,  and  Tuesday,  June 
8th  - and  after  reviewing  thoroughly  the  University’s  financial  posi- 
tion for  the  coming  year  submits  the  following  recommendations  for 
the  approval  of  the  Board 

1.  Your  Committee  transmits  herewith  the  Estimates  of  the 
University  for  the  fiscal  3/-ear  1943-44  after  most  careful  scrutiny 
and  consideration.  The  expenditures  in  all  departments  have  been 
kept  down  to  a minimum  and  every  possible  saving  has  been  effected 
throughout,  and  j^-our  Committee  recomraends  these  Estimates  for  ap- 
proval . 

2.  The  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1943-44  of  the  follow- 
ing separate  units  have  also  been  carefully  considered  by  your  Com- 
mittee and  are  recommended  for  approval 

(a)  Ontario  College  of  Education 

(b)  Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music 

(c)  Universitj^  of  Toronto  Athletic  Association 

(d)  Students’  Administrative  Council 

(e) '  Hart  House 

In  connection  with  the  Estimates  of  the  Toronto  Conser- 
vatorjr  of  Music  your  Committee’s  recommendation  for  approval  is  based 
on  the  condition  that  the  vote  in  the  University’-  Estimates  in  this  re 
gard  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $11,500.00. 

3.  Your  Committee  has  considered  the  matter  of  interest  to 
be  allowed  on  the  following  funds  and  begs  to  recommend  that  the  rate 
of  3-^^  fixed  by  the  Board  for  the  year  1941-42  be  continued  for  1942- 
43:-'

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In  connection  with  the  Estimates  of  the  various 
separate  units,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Bursar  consult  the  University 
Auditors  with  a view  to  deciding  on  some  uniform  statement  to  be  ,used 
by  all  these  organizations  in  presenting  their  Estimates  in  the  future. 

Upon  motion  of  Dr.  Neilly, 

Seconded  by  lir.  Bryce, 

The  Board  congratulated  Mr,  Ross  on  the  concise  form  in 
which  he  presented  the  Estimates,  and  thanked  him  for  the  time 
and  thought -given  to  them. 

It  was  suggested  by  Dr.  Neilly  that  a small  de- 
putation, consisting  possibly  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Mr.  Ross 
wait  upon  the  Government  in  the  near  future  in  connection  with  the  Es- 
timates. 

Mr,  Bryce  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Sub-Committee  on  Geophj^-sics: - 


"The  Committee  met  on  Thursday,  May  27,  1943.  Members 
present:  R.  A.  Bryce,  Chairman,  the  President,  and  Messrs.  Neilly, 
Morrow  and  LaBine.  Professor  Burton  and  the  Bursar  were  also  pre- 
sent . 

Professor  Burton  presented  details  of  recent  develop- 
ments re  Geophysics  in  the  Department  of  Physics  and  made  certain 
recommendations,  under  the  following  heads: - 

1.  Negotiations  are  under  way  between  Dr.  H.  C.  Rickaby, 
Deputy  Minister  of  Mines,  and  Professor  Burton,  regarding  the 
joint  employment  of  Dr.  A.  A.  Brant,  as  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  Department  of  Physics,  and  consultant  for  the  Department  of 
Mines.  The  final  details  have  not  yet  been  worked  out,  but 
roughlj^  the  arrangement  will  be  that  the  Department  of  Mines 
will  pay  Dr.  Brant  a consulting  fee,  and  have  the  first  call  on 
his  services  after  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  Department 
of  Physics  are  fulfilled.  However,  at  the  present  time  it  leaves 
Dr.  Brant’s  status  the  same  as  it  has  been  during  the  past  year 
or  two. 

2.  Dr.  N.  B.  Keevil,  who  came  to  the  Department  of  Physics 
in  1939,  worked  for  a few  drears  under  a grant  from  Mr.  Hans  Lund- 
berg,  and,  since  the  contributions  from  the  Viking  Foundation  were 
made  to  the  UniversitT?-,  his  salary  has  been  paid  out  of  that  Fund. 
Dr.  Keevil ’s  work,  on  the  radioactivitjr  of  rocks  and  determination 
of  the  age  of  rocks  by  means  of  helium  in  rock  samples,  has  re- 
ceived the  approval  of  the  Geological  Society  of  America,  as  this 
Society  gave  Dr.  Keevil  a grant  of  #2,500.00  for  work  during  the 
present  academic  year,  and  they  have  made  him  another  grant  for 
the  next  academic  j'-ear  of  #4,200.00  to  enable  him  to  continue  this 
same  work.  Of  course,  none  of  this  grant  is  available  for  Dr. 
Keevil ’s  salary. 
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Up  to  the  present  Dr.  Keevil  has  held  a sessional  appoint- 
ment, and  it  is  now  recommended  that  he  be  appointed  to  the  permanent 
staff  if  arrangements  can  be  made  from  the  point  of  view  of  labora- 
torj''  accommodation  to  extend  this  work. 

3.  It  is  Professor  Burton’s  intention  to  offer  a series  of 
graduate  rehabilitation  courses  to  be  made  available  to  graduates  in 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Engineering  or  Geology  who  are  now  on  active 
service.  These  courses,  undoubtedly,  will  be  welcomed  by  the  Govern- 
ment as  a rehabilitation  feature  after  the  War.  The  courses  now  in 
mind  will  extend  over  one  academic  year  and  will  deal  with  three  sub- 
jects: - 

(a)  Geophysics 

(b)  Electronics  (including  ultra  short  waves  and  the  electron 

microscope) 

(c)  Spectrochemical  Analysis 

It  is  proposed  to  take  in  20  to  25  graduate  students  under 
each  of  these  heads  for  as  manjr  Sessions  as  the  need  lasts  after  the 
v/ar.  There  is  no  doubt  that  employment  along  these  lines  will  be 
available . 

In  particular  the  promise  of  emplojrment  in  Geophj/’sics  is 
particularly  evident. 

4,  In  order  to  make  possible  the  necessary  advances  in  Geo- 
ph3''sics  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  more  space  available  than 
is  even  normally  possible  in  the  McLennan  Laboratory,  and  consequently 
it  is  recommended  that  the  Department  of  Physics  be  allowed  to  retain 
the  house  at  49  St.  George  Street  in  which  to  concentrate  the  whole 
work  in  Geophj'-sics. 

This  house  has  been  used,  for  the  past  3^ear,  by  Professor 
Pitt  and  his  corps  of  workers,  who  have  carried  out  a war  research  to 
a very  successful  conclusion.  It  is  possible  that  this  particular 
work  will  come  to  an  end  in  a month  or  so,  but  fresh  investigations 
have  been  already  initiated  by  Professor  Pitt,  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Ottawa  authorities,  which  will  probably  prolong  the  occupancy  of 
the  house  into  the  next  academic  3^ear,  At  an3'’  rate  there  is  at  pre- 
sent no  assurance  that  it  would  be  free  for  occupation  as  a residence 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term.  But  there  is  no  doubt  that  a por- 
tion of  Dr.  Keevil ’s  experimental  equipment  could  be  moved  into  cer- 
tain rooms  of  49  St.  George  Street  if  the  policy  of  setting  this  house 
aside  for  Geophysics  is  decided  on  at  once. 

In  this  connection  it  ma3^  be  pointed  out  that,  under  the 
grant  to  Professor  Pitt,  more  than  $10,000  worth  of  equipment  and  lab- 
oratory facilities  have  been  set  up  in  a fairl3>"  permanent  fashion  in 
this  house  and  it  would  be  a calamity  to  tear  all  this  down  and  move 
it  out.  Technically,  of  course,  the  movable  pieces  of  apparatus  be- 
long to  the  National  Research  Council,  but  judging  from  the  past 
practice  re  claiming  apparatus  used  for  such  researches,  we  have 
practically  never  been  asked  to  return  to  the  National  Research  Coun- 
cil any  of  this  material. 

The  definite  recommendations  made  b3r  Professor  Burton  are 
as  follows:- 

1.  That  the  Board  favour  the  principle  of  co-operation  with 
the  Department  of  Mines  of  the  Province  in  the  use  of  Dr.  A.  A. 
Brant’s  services.  He  is  at  the  present  time  awa37-  in  field  work 
for  the  Department,  using  apparatus  belonging  to  the  Department  of 
Physics,  for  which  the  Mines  Department  pays  the  University  a gen- 
erous rental. 

2.  That  Dr.  Keevil  be  appointed  as  Assistant  Professor  of 
Geophysics  at  a salary  of  $3,500.00  per  annum.  He  has  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  $3,600.00  as  a sessional  appointment  since  coming 
here . 
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3.  That  the  principle  of  offering  Graduate  Courses  in  the 
Department  of  Physics  to  returned  men  who  are  graduates  of  cer- 
tain Departments  be  approved. 

4.  That  the  house  at  49  St.  George  Street,  which  is  already 
scientifically  equipped,  be  definitely  set  aside  at  once  as  a 
laboratorj^  for  Geophysics  in  the  University. 

The  Committee  on  Geophysics  recommends  that  these  sugges- 
tions of  the  Head  of  the  Department  of  Physics  be  approved. 

If  the  above  action  is  taken.  Professor  Burton  further 
recommends  that  a separate  budget  be  set  up  for  Geophysics,  at  pre- 
sent as  an  integral  part  of  the  Department  of  Physics.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  in  the  course  of  a few  years  after  the  war,  Geophysics 
nay  become  an  independent  unit  as  an  Institute  of  Geophj'-sics  or 
School  of  Geophysics,  possibly  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  De- 
partment of  Physics,  the  Department  of  Geology,  and  the  Department 
of  Mines.

The  Superintendent,  Colonel  LePan,  estimates  the  cost 
of  upkeep  of  49  St.  George  Street  (caretaking,  heat,  light,  water, 
etc.)  at  $2,200  per  year.  When  he  was  using  this  house  as  a resi- 
dence the  income  towards  meeting  the  expenses  of  upkeep  was  about 
$1,600. 

As  the  Board  is  aware,  the  University'-  has  had  from  the 
Viking  Foundation  two  donations  of  $10,000  each, and  one  (in  December, 
1942)  of  $5,000.  Their  attitude  to  the  development  of  Geophy^-sics 
here  has  been  very'-  friendly,  and  there  is  a good  prospect  that  they 
will  continue  to  grant  us  at  least  $5,000.  This  would  be  practically 
certain  if  we  can  show  them  that  we  are  really'-  making  an  effort  to 
foster  work  in  Geophy'-sics  at  the  University  of  Toronto.

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Erom  the  University  Solicitor  transmitting  copy  of  the  Order  on 
Passing  Accounts  in  connection  with  the  Thomas  Alexander  Russell  Estate, 
and  drawing  attention  to  the  finding  of  His  Honour  Pudge  Packson  that 
the  receipts  in  respect  of  the  operation  of  Brae  Lodge  Farm  amounted  to 
5|14,347,16,  and  that  the  Executors  had  paid  out  and  disbursed  in  respect 
of  the  operation  of  the  said  farm  the  sum  of  $30,354.12;  which  finding 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  any  of  the  par- 
ties represented  on  the  audit  to  object  thereto.  The  Solicitor  also 
pointed  out  that  it  was  doubtful  whether  under  the  terms  of  the  V/ill  the 
Executors  had  power  to  operate  the  farm. 

From  Miss  Vera  P.  Vernon,  Secretary  to  a committee  of  the  parents

"The  Property  Committee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board

1.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  owing  to  the  fact

4.  Your  Committee  has  received  a report  from  the  Super- 
intendent stating  that  the  total  estimated  receipts  from  the 
Ro3'-al  Canadian  Air  Force  for  their  occupation  of  the  Residences 
during  1942-43  will  amount  to  approximately  $53,000,  and  request- 
ing that  $20,000  of  this  total  be  added  to  the  Rehabilitation 
Fund  started  last  year  in  connection  with  the  Residences  for  the 
replacement  of  furniture,  redecoration,  etc.  Your  Committee  con- 
curs in  the  Superintendent's  recommendation. 

5.  After  carefully  considering  a report  from  the  Super- 
intendent regarding  the  proposed  bui!^.ding  for  Chemical  Engineer- 
ing, in  connection  with  which  preliminary  sketch  plans  have  been 
prepared  and  tentatively  approved  by  the  Department,  your  Commit- 
tee begs  to  make  the  following  recommendations: - 

(1)  That  Messrs.  Page  and  Steel  be  appointed  as  Architects 
for  this  building,  and  that  the  Superintendent  so  notify  them 
when  he  needs  them. 
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(2)  That  the  sum  of  $700  be  voted  bj'"  the  Board  towards  the 
expenses  of  a trip  to  some  of  the  more  recently  erected  build- 
ings for  Chemical  Engineering  in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
by  a representative  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  of 
the  Superintendent’s  Office,  and  possibly  the  Architect;  and/ 
or  a representative  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts;  this  amount  to  be  chargeable  against  the 
cost  of  the  erection  of  the  building. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  the  Superintendent  consult 
with  the  Department  of  Chemistry  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  ascer- 
tain their  requirements. 

6,  The  Chairman  of  your  Committee  has  been  consulted  by  the 
Superintendent  regarding  the  following  letter  from  Professor  E.  F. 
Burton  of  the  Department  of  Physics,  in  which  he  recommends  that  a 
certain  bonus  be  paid  to  the  office  staff  of  the  Superintendent’s 
Office  for  additional  work  undertaken  by  that  office  in  connection  . 
with  the  war: -

Dear  Colonel  LePan: - 

After  my  interview  with  you  this  morning  I 
wrote  to  the  President  recommending  that  a vote  of  an  amount 
sufficient  to  provide  a bonus  for  the  staff  of  the  Superintend- 
ent’s Office,  equivalent  to  the  bonus  paid  recently  to  the  staff 
of  the  Bursar’s  Office,  be  made.  This  worked  out  to  be  two

The  following  report  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  Committee 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  31  March,  1943,  was  approved,  ratified 


and  confirmed:- 
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’*To  the  Board  of  Crovernors, 

University  of  Toronto. 

We  present  herewith  as  the  Annual  Report  of 
this  Coraiaittee  to  the  Board  - 

1.  The  Balance  Sheet  and  Earnings  Statement  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  liarch  31,  1943. 

2.  The  Report  of  the  Director  outlining  the  activities  of 
the  Laboratories  during  the  same  period. 

As  will  be  gathered  from  a perusal  of  Dr. 
Defries’  summary,  and  as  reflected  in  the  Earnings  Statement,  this 
has  been  a very  busy  and  difficult  period . 

Dross  sales  have  for  the  first  time  exceeded 
|l, 000, 000,  and  our  operating  margin  has  topped  all  previous  re- 
cords. 

The  requirements  of  the  armed  forces  are 
largely  responsible  for  enlarged  output.  As  might  be  expected, 
our  operating  margin  increased  as  our  sales  expanded,  but  in  ad- 
dition the  amount  expended  on  research  work  was  curtailed,  not 
because  of  any  such  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Laboratories,  but 
because  many  of  those  ordinarily  engaged  in  such  work  were  fully 
occupied  in  production. 

It  has  been  a strenuous  period  for  all,  and 
especially  for  the  senior  members  of  the  Staff,  and  there  is  no 
-relief  in  sight.  Sunday  and  Monday,  day  and  ni^t,  the  work  con- 
tinues. Its  exacting  nature  involves  very  heavy  responsibilities. 
In  many  cases  holidays  have  been  waived,  and  one  cannot  but  be 
apprehensive  lest  this  continuous  strain  tests  their  endurance 
be3'-ond  the  elastic  limit. 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  it  is  apparent 
that  we,  to  some  considerable  extent,  are  operating  upon  borrowed 
time,  and  to  prepare  for  any  eventualities  that  rna^'’  arise,  we  have 
set  aside  $25,000  as  a contingent  reserve.  Little  of  this  reserve 
may  be  utilized,  but  to  the  extent  necessary  it  will  be  used  as 
circumstances  direct  to  procure  and  give  relief  wherever  and  when- 
ever possible. 

If  hostilities  continue  throughout  the  cur- 
rent year,  the  present  volume  of  sales  may  be  expected  to  be  main- 
tained. Our  work  in  connection  with  pooled  and  dried  serum  con- 
tinues on  an  ever-enlarged  scale,  and  this  year  it  is  anticipated 
that  such  work  will  involve  an  expenditure  in  excess  of  $400,000. 

At  present  we  are  being  pressed  to  take  on 
a new  and  additional  contract  for  a product  urgently  desired  by 
the  armed  forces.  If  national  necessity  were  not  involved,  the 
answer  would  be  emphaticalljr  »No’.  However,  in  times  like  this 
it  is  difficult,  and  indeed  impossible,  to  set  any  fixed  limit, 
and  provided  we  are  assured  that  in  the  event  of  cancellation  we 
are  protected  against  capital  loss,  it  is  the  inclination  and  de- 
sire of  your  Director  and  his  Staff  to  assume  the  added  burden. 

\\fhen  the  whole  story  of  Canada’s  war  effort 
is  written,  it  will  be  realized  that  the  University  of  Toronto’s 
contribution,  through  the  work  and  extraordinary  effort  of  Dr. 
Defries  and  his  Staff,  has  added  something  to  the  good  name  and 
reputation  of  this  Institution. 

No  words  of  ours  could  adequately  convey  to 
the  Director  and  his  Staff,  and  to  all  those  associated  with  the 
work  of  the  Laboratories,  the  deep  debt  of  gratitude  we  owe,  and 
would,  if  we  could,  convey  and  record.

PROGRESS  OE  THE  V/ORK  OF  THE  COMTAUGHT  LABORATORIES 


FOR  SESSION  1942-45 


During  the  year  just  closed  the  work  of  the  Connaught 
Laboratories  in  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  essential  vaccines, 
sera  and  related  products  reached  the  highest  point  in  the  history  of 
the  Laboratories,  In  the  present  war,  as  in  the  last,  the  Connaught 
Laboratories  have  supplied  in  very  large  measure,  the  needs  of  the 
armed  forces  for  the  various  vaccines  and  sera  required  for  protection 
or  treatment. 

The  effects  of  the  war  have  been  much  more  evident  in 
the  work  of  the  Laboratories  during  the  past  year.  The  growth  of  the 
work  is  shorn,  for  instance,  in  the  number  of  persons  now  engaged. 

Three  years  ago,  there  were  257  persons  employed  in  its  work;  two  5^6  ars 
ago,  285;  a year  ago,  314;  and  to-day  501.  In  the  quantity  of  products 
filled  during  the  past  year  there  was  an  increase  of  nearly  20  per  cent 
in  the  total  volume.  This  increase  was  not  reflected  in  the  number  of 
containers  filled  since  the  distribution  of  certain  products  was  me.de 
in  larger  containers,  providing  multiple  doses,  v/hich  limited  the  extent 
of  the  increase.  The  total  number  of  containers  filled  amounted  to 
3,633,319,  being  only  slightly  greater  than  the  number  filled  last  year. 
The  increased  quantity  of  products  distributed  was  shovm,  however,  in 
an  increase  of  30  per  cent  in  the  gross  weight  of  the  year’s  shipments. 
The  total  number  of  shipments  amounted  to  20,340  and  weighed  approxim- 
ately 90  tons.  Many  were  export  shipments  sent  by  air  or  sea.  The  con- 
tinued growth  of  the  distribution  of  products  is  also  sho'<'Vn  by  the  fact 
that  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  were  approximately  double  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  year  1936-57,  and  this  in  spite  of  substantial  reductions 
in  the  prices  of  products. 

One  new  product,  a combined  vaccine  for  protection 
against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria,  was  added  to  the  list  of  products 
distributed,  bringing  the  total  number  to  41.  In  addition,  distribution 
was  commenced  of  three  veterinary  biological  products.  The  preparation 
and  distribution  of  these  products  present  more  complex  problems  than 
the  number  of  products  would  suggest.  For  instance,  there  are  in  regular 
distribution  330  packages  representing  different  sizes  of  containers  or 
different  labellings  as  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  various  provin- 
ces and  the  arm.ed  forces.  It  must  be  remembered,  also,  that  the  proced- 
ures in  the  filling  of  biological  products,  which  substances  are  adminis- 
tered hypodermically , require  conditions  which  can  be  supplied  only  in 
a bacteriological  laboratory  where  the  strictest  attention  is  paid  to 
sterility  and  where  every  precaution  is  taken  to  assure  safety.  Increas- 
es in  the  number  of  containers  filled  call  forth  corresponding  increases 
in  all  departments  of  the  Laboratories  associated  with  the  preparation 
and  distribution  of  proci. ucts. 

Of  the  products  used  in  the  prevention  or  treatment  of 
comraunicable  diseases  by  the  armed  forces  in  Canada  and  abroad,  fourteen 
are  commonly  required.  Of  this  number  six  are  products  which  are  pre- 
pared solely  for  the  armed  forces  as  the  diseases  for  v;hlch  protection 
is  desired  do  not  normally  occur  in  Care.  da.  These  special  products  are 
typhus  vaccine,  cholera  vaccine,  dysentery  serum  (Shiga),  perfringens 
antitoxin,  vibrion  septique  lantitoxin  and  oedematlens  antitoxin.  In 
addition,  tetanus  toxoid  and  ’’T.A.B.T.”  vaccine  (combined  typhoid- 
paratyphoid  vaccine  with  tetanus  toxoid)  are  required  in  large  quanti- 
ties by  the  armed  forces.  As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  ’’T.A.B.T.” 
vaccine  was  developed  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Fraser,  Dr.  Moloney  and  Mr.  Orr  for  use  of  the  armed  forces,  and 
its  introduction  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value.  The  preparation  of 
this  product  is  one  of  the  most  significant  contributions  made  by  the 
Laboratories  in  connection  with  the  war.  Large  supplies  of  tetanus 
antitoxin,  although  not  req^uired  to  date,  are  being  maintained  in  case 
of  need.  In  addition,  quantities  of  diphtheria  toxoid,  scarlet  fever 
toxin,  smallpox  vaccine,  Schick  and  Dick  test,  are  supplied  for  the 
immunization  of  troops  against  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  smallpox. 
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PRRPAPLiTION  OF  DRIED  HUI/lAiT  BLOOD  3ERUM 

As  a wartime  measure  the  Connaught  Laboratories  , 
undertook  the  preparation  of  blood  serum  for  the  armed  forces.  The 
Department  of  Pensions  and  National  Ileal th,  Ottawa,  arranged  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  direct  processing  costs  and  equipment  from  January 
1941.  The  Connaught  Laboratories  agreed  to  provide  the  services  of  ; 
its  administrative  and  senior  scientific  staff  as  well  as  the  gener- 
al building  and  maintenance  services.  During  the  year,  expenditures 
associated  with  this  work,  excluding  indirect  charges,  exceeded 
$25,000.  Blood  or  blood  serum  is  received  from  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Societj'-  from  all  parts  of  Canada  and  processed  to  dryness.  The 
drying  operations  have  been  conducted  at  the  Farm  Section.  The 
equipment  originally  installed  provided  for  the  drying  of  approxim- 
ately 2,000  bottles  of  serum  weekly.  Hov/ever,  arising  from  modifi- 
cations  which  have  been  made  in  the  equipment,  approximately  3,000 
bottles  of  serum  are  now  being  dried  weekly. 

Last  summer  it  became  evident  that  drying  facilit-  I' 
ies  should  be  greatly  increased  and,  accordingly'-,  the  Department  of 
Pensions  and  National  Health  authorized  the  purchase  and  installa-  i 
tion  of  equipment  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  drying  of  serum  from,: 

12.000  donations  of  blood  weekly.  This  additional  equipment  is  bein^ 

installed  in  a temporary?-  building  erected  in  the  courtyard  of  the  T 

School  of  Hygiene  building  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be 
ready  for  operation  early  in  July. 

During  the  past  year  donations  of  blood  and  serum 
have  been  very  markedly  increased.  For  example,  during  April  1942  ; 

there  were  received  9,600  donations  of  whole  blood  and  1,800  dona- 
tions of  serum.  In  March  1943  over  32,000  donations  of  blood  and  i 

4.000  donations  of  serum,  were  received.  At  present  (June  1943)  as  I 
much  material  is  being  received  per  week  as  was  being  received  per 
month  one  year  ago.  It  will  be  realized  that  this  sharp  increase 

in  volume  of  work  has  necessitated  the  addition  of  many?-  members  to 
the  staff  and  the  employment  of  workers  for  night  duty.  VJhereas  in  1 
May?-  1942  the  staff  numbered  approximately/-  40,  there  were  by  March  M 
1943,  117  persons  engaged  in  day  and  night  duties  on  various  aspects 
of  the  work.  This  does  not  include  many?-  of  the  members  of  the  re- 
search staff  who  have  willingly?-  made  contributions  by  advice  or 
supervision.  The  operating  budget  for  the  year  1943-44  is  in  excess  ^ 
of  $400,000. 


During  the  year  the  Laboratories  shipped  to  the 
armed  services  over  61,000  bottles  of  dried  blood  serum.  The  pre- 
paration  of  serum  for  typing  blood,  of  Vt/hich  some  5,500  vials  v/ere  |i 
distributed,  constitutes  an  important  additional  service  and  permits' 
of  a large  financial  saving. 

The  Laboratories  are  supplying,  also,  administrati  on|'| 
sets  and  pyrogen-free,  distilled  water  for  use  in  the  reconstitut ingtjj 
and  administering  of  blood  serum.  The  whole  work  is  being  directed  jlj 
by?-  Dr.  Albert  Fisher  and  the  greatest  credit  is  due  "to  him  for  its  '',j 
splendid  success.  Ably  assisting  Dr.  Fisher  are  Dr.  Arthur  Charles  -j' 
and  Mr.  F.  H.  S.  Newbould. 

'^rETSRINARY  PRODUCTS  Id 


One  of  the  developments  of  the  past  year  has  been  tn|i 
preparation  and  distribution  of  three  biological  products  of  inter-  i 
est  to  veterinarians.  The  Connaught  Laboratories  were  the  first  to  : 
obtain  a license  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  for  the'j 
preparation  of  Brucella  abortus  vaccine  and  its  distribution  through^ 
out  Canada.  This  vaccine  is  used  in  the  prevention  of  contagious 
abortion  in  cattle.  It  is  essential  that  this  vaccine  be  very?-  care-  ' 
fully  prepared  and  distributed  as  its  value  depends  upon  ‘its  use  in 
the  living  state.  Tetanus  antitoxin  and  tetanus  toxoid  have  also 
been  made  available  to  veterinarians  and  a serum  for  the  prevention  : 
of  swine  erysipelas  is  being  prepared.  Numerous  difficulties  are  to 
be  overcome  in  introducing  these  products  in  Canada  to  the  veterin- 
ary?- profession  and  a satisfactory?-  sales  policy  must  be  developed. 

The  entrance  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  into  the  veterinary  field 
is  evidence  of  the  veryr  close  relationship  of  research  in  human  and 
veterinary  medicine.  It  is  not  possible  to  investigate  virus  disease 
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of  man  without  including  virus  diseases  of  animals.  This  is  true,  also, 
in  regard  to  certain  bacterial  diseases  such  as  contagious  abortion  in 
cattle  with  its  -manifestation  in  man,  namely  undulant  fever.  It  is 
felt  a substantial  contribution  can  be  made  by  the  Connaught  Laborator- 
ies to  the  advancement  of  veterinarv  medicine, 

RSSEAI^CH 

It  is  not  surprising  that,  because  of  the  greatly  in- 
creased work  of  the  Laboratories  in  the  preparation  and  distribution  of 
essential  products,  investigations  in  various  fields  have  been  greatly 
curtailed.  This  is  reflected  in  the  volume  of  the  Collected  Studies  of 
the  Connaught  Laboratories  and  School  of  Hygiene  for  1942  which  contains 
thirty-one  papers  in  contrast  with  fifty-six  in  1938,  Much  work  has, 
however,  been  carried  forward  during  this  3'’ear.  It  is  not  possible  in 
this  brief  report  to  do  more  than  mention  some  of  the  researches  which 
have  been  undertaken. 

Dr.  Frieda  Fraser  has  continued  important  studies  of 
streptococcus  infection;  Dr.  Farrell  and  Dr.  Plummer  their  investiga- 
tions of  the  bacillus  of  whooping  cough  with  particular  reference  to 
the  preparation  of  vaccine  and  Dr.  Edith  Taylor  her  studies  relating  to 
the  preparation  of  diphtheria  toxin  and  other  bacterial  toxins.  Dr. 
Nelles  Silverthorne,  too,  has  made  further  progress  in  the  fields  of 
meningitis  and  whooping  cough. 

The  importance  of  research  is  well  illustrated  by  the 
studies  of  the  factors  in  the  production  of  diphtheria  toxin.  With  Dr. 
P,  I.  Moloney,  Dr.  Edith  Taylor  has  made  advances  which  now  permit  the 
Laboratories  to  meet  in  a most  effective  manner  the  urgent  need  for 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxins  from  which  the  preventive  toxoids  are 
prepared.  Further,  Dr.  Moloney  has  perfected  methods  which  have  already 
saved  the  Laboratories  thousands  of  dollars  and  have  greatly  facilitated 
the  work  of  preparing  toxoids  and  antitoxins  by  replacing  many  of  the 
animal  tests  with  jni  vitro  tests. 

Dr.  Ronald  Hare  has  directed  research  in  influenza. 

Under  his  direction  experimental  preparations  of  vaccine  for  protection 
against  influenza  type  A were  prepared  and  used  during  the  winter  under 
careful  clinical  observation  in  Vancouver,  Edmonton,  \/innipeg  and  Tor- 
onto. Dr.  Hare  and  his  colleagues  are  making  highl3^  important  contri- 
butions to  our  knowledge  of  influenza  and  it  is  essential  that  this 
work  be  pressed  because  of  the  menace  of  influenza  as  an  epidemic  dis- 
ease during  the  v/ar. 

Advances  have  been  made  in  the  field  of  chemotherapy  by 
Dr.  Siebenmann.  The  new  preparations  Nos.  171  and  191,  reported  last 
year,  have  been  more  completely  studied  and  191,  in  particular,  offers 
considerable  promise. 

Dr.  Arthur  Charles,  although  giving  much  of  his  time  to 
the  direction  of  the  operation  of  the  blood  dr3ring  unit  at  the  Farm  sec- 
tion, has  continued  studies  of  heparin.  Almost  the  entire  output  of 
this  product  is  being  forwarded  to  Great  Britain.  Heparin  is  preps.red 
on  this  continent  only  at  one  centre  in  the  United  States  and  in  Toron- 
to. It  is  a substance  v/hich  prevents  blood  from  clotting  and  its  use 
has  advanced  the  surgery  of  blood  vessels. 

One  of  the  most  important  studies  is  that  conducted' by 
Dr.  D.  A.  Scott  on  carbonic  anhydrase.  This  ferment,  found  in  red 
blood  cells,  may  have  important  clinical  values.  Dr.  Scott  was  the 
first  to  obtain  this  interesting  protein  in  crystalline  form  and  his 
work  has  attracted  much  attention. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  McHenr3r,  Dr.  Romans,  Mr. 

Bett  and  Dr.  McVicar  have  made  advances  in  the  field  of  insulin,  liver 
extract  and  other  glandular  extracts. 

In  connection  with  special  war  needs,  the  work  in  typhus 
fever  merits  particular  mention.  In  previous  reports  reference  has  been 
made  to  the  work  of  Dr.  Craigie  and  those  associated  with  him.  It  is 
only  possible  at  this  time  to  state  that  the  work  has  been  most  success- 
ful, both  from  the  standpoint  of  advancing  the  knowledge  of  typhus  rick- 
ettsiae  and  the  preparation  of  a preventive  vaccine.  Large  qxiantities 
of  the  vaccine  have  been  prepared  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  work 
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will  be  even  further  extended  as  the  value  of  the  vaccine  is  deter- 
mined by  observations  in  the  field.  Dr.  Farrell  is  conducting  stud- 
ies of  the  possible  method  of  preparing  a preventive  treatment  for 
one  of  the  most  severe  forms  of  dysentery,  known  as  Shiga  dysentery. 
Both  these  studies  are  being  aided  b3^  grants  from  the  National  Re- 
search Council  of  Canada. 

Dr.  L.  2.  Ranta,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  C.  E. 
Dolman  in  the  Western  Division,  has  continued  valuable  studies  of 
cholera  vaccine  and  the  methods  of  determining  its  protective  value 
in  animals. 

V/ESTERN  DI^/ISION 

Although  the  existing  laboratory  facilities  are  en- 
tirely inadequate  and  prevent  any  expansion  of  the  work  of  the  Vlest- 
ern  Division  Dr.  C.  E.  Dolman  has  been  able  to  carry  forward  five 
important  studies  with  the  assistance  of  senior  students.  The  lab- 
oratories are  situated  in  the  Science  Building  of  the  University  of 
British  Columbia.  Dr.  Dolman  is  Professor  of  Bacteriology  and  Nurs- 
ing and  is  also  the  Director  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health  Lab- 
oratories of  British  Columbia.  Plans  have  been  approved  and  money 
voted  for  the  erection  of  an  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine  on  the 
University  campus  v/hich  will  provide  more  adequately  for  the  work 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Dolman,  Including  more  adequate  space  for] 
the  Western  Division.  V/ithout  question,  the  investment  made  by  the 
Laboratories  in  the  Western  Division  is  one  which  has  already  been 
repaid  many  times  in  good  will  and  in  the  important  addition  to 
scientific  knowledge. 

CONSTRUCTION  A]^TD' AJ.TERjITIONS  TO  BUILDINGS 

During  the  year  there  have  been  almost  continuous 
alterations  and  additions  to  buildings  both  in  the  University  and 
Farm  vSections.  Growing  out  of  the  needs  of  the  blood  drying  work, 
adequate  provision  for  steam  was  required  for  the  University  Section 
which  necessitated  the  construction  of  a boiler  room  and  the  instal-  | 
lation  of  a new  boiler  at  the  expense  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories. ; 
This  change  also  necessitated  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  i 
animal  room  section.  In  connection  with  the  expansion  of  the  blood  ] 
drying  work  the  Dominion  Government  provided  funds  for  the  erection  I 
of  a temporary  serum  building  in  the  courtyard,  for  other  alterationd 
in  the  building  related  specifically  to  the  blood  work,  and  addition-) 
al  equipment.  At  the  Farm  Section,  further  changes  were  made  in  the  v 
typhus  fever  laboratory.  To  accommodate  the  large  number  of  girls  \ 
employed  in  the  laboratories  at  the  Farm  Section,  lunch  room  and  ; 
rest  room  facilities  have  been  provided  by  utilizing  the  two  semi- 
detached houses  formerly  used  as  residences.  Space  in  addition  to 
the  School  of  Hygiene  building  was  found  necessary  for  storage  and  , 
the  large  garage  at  78  Queen's  Park  was  made  available  through  the 
kindness  of  Col.  Lepan,  Superintendent  of  the  Universit3r,  As  always, 
he  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and  that  of  his  staff  to  meeting 
our  problems.  A very  large  voliune  of  work  is  carried  out  each  year 
by  his  department  for  the  Laboratories  in  a most  excellent  manner. 
PERSOITUEL 

The  Laboratories  are  proud  that  the  Roll  of  Service  , 
records  74  members  of  the  staff  who  have  Joined  the  armed  services 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  Of  our  senior  members,  Lt.-Col. 

M.  H.  Brovm,  Major  N.  E.  McKinnon  and  Major  D.  L.  MacLean  have  been  i 
discharging  highly  important  duties  in  protection , of  the  health  of  ' 
the  armed  services,  since  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

The  situation  in  regard  to  obtaining  staff  to  meet 
the  continuously  expanding  work  of  the  Laboratories  is  a very  seri-  ! 
ous  one.  During  the  year,  a personnel  section  was  established  under ^ 
the  direction  of  Mr.  I.  .Angus.  The  work  of  the  section  has  been  > 
excellent  and  has  been  a most  important  factor  in  the  continued  1; 

functioning  of  the  Laboratories. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Bew,  B.A. , Joined  the  staff  for  adminis- 
trative work  and  lir.  V/.  Brown  to  direct  shipping.  I^.  Kenneth 
Allen,  as  Comptroller,  lir.  Philip  Gerald,  as  Secretary,  and  lir.  I. 

W.  Boyd,  as  Superintendent,  have  carried  the  heavy  responsibilities 
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of  their  offices  with  untiring  devotion.  Mr.  M.  D.  Orr,  directing  the 
Farra  Section,  has  assumed  responsibilities  both  administrative  and  sci- 
entific, with  outstanding  effectiveness.  These  members  and  all  my 
other  colleagues  have  wholeheartedly  responded  to  every  request  made 
to  the  Laboratories  during  these  years  of  crisis.  To  them  is  due  the 
credit  for  the  accomplishments  of  the  work. 

To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Connaught  Laborator- 
ies Committee,  I wish  to  express  appreciation  of  their  counsel  and  their 
interest  manifested  in  many  ways . 

I particularly  wish  to  express  my  personal  thanks  and 
the  thanks  of  ray  colleagues  to  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Neilly,  for  his  most 
helpful  consideration  of  the  many  matters  which  have  been  brought  to 
him  during  this  year,  and  again  I wish  to  thank  him  for  his  kindness  in 
affording  us  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors and  of  presenting  to  them  the  work  of  the  Laboratories.

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  convex’-  to  Dr. 
Neillj'-  and  to  the  Committee  and  Staff  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  the 
Board’s  sincere  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  being  carried  on  at  the 
Laboratories,  and  its  magnificent  effort  in  connection  with  the  war  as 
evidenced  by  the  above  interesting  report. 
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In  the  same  connection  the  audited  financial 
statement  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  for  the  year  ended  31  March,  1943, 
was  also  presented  and  approved. 
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Dr.  Neilly  submitted  the  following  letter  in 
connection  with  the  preparation,  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Mun- 
itions and  Supply,  Ottawa,  of  quantities  of  gas  gangrene  antitoxin  by  the 
Connaught  Laboratories  for  the  authorities  in  Great  Britain: - 

"Dr.  D.  Bruce  Macdonald,

Dear  Dr.  Macdonald :- 

The  Connaught  Laboratories  have  been  urgently  re- 
quested to  undertake  the  preparation  of  130,000  vials  of  gas  gangrene 
antitoxin  by  the  Department  of  Munitions  and  Supply,  Ottawa.  This 
serum  is  being  ordered  hy  the  authorities  in  Great  Britain.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  war  the  ^-Laboratories  undertook  the  preparation  of 
gas  gangrene  serum  and,  fortunately,  have  part  of  the  supply  now  re- 
quired for  the  Canadian  Forces.  However,  the  amount  required  by  Great 
Britain  is  a very  large  amount.  It  will  require  the  Immunizing  of  some 
300-400  horses,  and  delivery  of  the  serum  cannot  be  commenced  earlier 
than  a year  and  completed  before  ei^teen  months.  The  undertaking 
will  call  for  the  erection  at  the  Farm  Section  of  seven  temporary 
stables,  a temporary  operating  unit,  an  isolation  unit,  etc.,  as  well 
as  a permanent  addition  to  the  Concentration  Building.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  capital  expenditures  xvill  amount  to  .'|pl00,000. 
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Dr.  Defries,  Director  of  the  Laboratories,  has  discussed 
the  supplying  of  this  serum  with  officials  of  the  Department  of  Mun- 
itions and  Supply,  Ottawa,  and' has  indicated  to  them  that  special 
arrangements  are  necessary?-  if  the  Connaught  Laboratories  is  to  un-  r 
dertake  the  preparation  of  this  very  large  quantity  of  gas  gangrene 
serum.  He  has  pointed  out  that  it  is  not  a serum  normall^r  prepared 
by  the  Laboratories;  that  there  is  no  peacetime  demand  for  the 
serum,  and  that  it  is  essential  that  provision  be  made  to  reimburse 
the  University  in  case  of  the  cancellation  of  the  contract  due  to 
cessation  of  hostilities  or  for  an3r  other  reason.  As  a result,  in  ;|: 

a letter  dated  June  19th,  a copy  of  which  is  appended.  Dr.  Defries 
presented  these  considerations  and  outlined  the  provisions  which 
would  be  essential  in  any  agreement  between  the  Government  and  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Universitjr,  as  relating  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  serum.  I 

It  was  stated  that  the  Connaught  Laboratories  would  under- 
take to  prepare  this  quantity  of  serum  for  a sum  not  exceeding 
4^765,000  and  the  work  would  be  undertaken  on  a cost  basis  plus  5 
per  cent.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Laboratories  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  suppler  the  serum  at  a considerably  lower  price  than 
the  estimate  v/hich  has  been  made.  The  Government  would,  in  turn,  ,1 
undertake  to  make  progress  payments  based  on  monthly  audited  state-  ' 
ments  of  expenditures  and  in  case  of  cancellation  to  reimburse  the 
University  for  all  expenditures  made  and  liabilities  incurred,  in- 
cluding the  restoration  of  the  property  and  laboratory  facilities 
to  their  present  state.  Since  the  temporary  stables  would  have 
little  or  no  salvage  value  and  the  addition  to  the  permanent  build- 
ing at  the  "Farm  would  be  of  value  only  to  the  Connaught  Laborator- 
ies, it  was  requested  that  these  become  the  property  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories,  together  v/ith  the  equipment  reo^uired  for  the 
work. 


It  v^as  hoped  that  a formal  agreement  might  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  at  this  meeting  (June  B4th)  . However,  this  was 
not  possible  and  Mr.  J.  Pettingrew,  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  of 
Munitions  and  Supply’’,  has  forwarded  a letter  dated  June  2Dnd,  a 
copy  of  which  is  appended,  stating  that  the  proposals  of  Dr. Defries’ 
letter  of  June  19th  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Production 
Board.  With  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  capital  expenditures 
for  the  temporary’’  and  permanent  buildings,  the  Department  is  will- 
ing to  make  a grant  to  the  Connaught  Laboratories  of  $115,500. 

This  amount  is  to  include  expenditures  for  equipment.  The  expend- 
iture of  this  sum  is  to  be  subject  to  audit  and  a refund  of  the  un- 
expended portion.  It  is  proposed  also  to  pay  to  the  Connaught  Lab- 
oratories from  time  to  time,  on  the  basis  of  progress  estimates 
furnished  b3’-  the  auditors  of  the  TJniversity  of  Toronto,  amounts  up 
to  an  aggregate  of  $649,500.  The  total  amount  of  the  capital  ex- 
penditures and  the  operating  expenditures  is  $765,000,  as  previously 
stated.  lAr.  Pettingrew  has  stated  that  if  this  proposal  is  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Governors,  an  agreement  will  be  prepared  and  pre- 
sented for  approval  to  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Board  of  Governors. 
This,  however,  may  req^uire  several  weeks. 

Supplementing  the  letter  from  Mr.  Pettingrew,  Assistant 
Deputy  Minister,  lir.  Croll  of  the  Department  has  telephoned  to  state 
that  to  facilitate  the  immediate  commencement  of  the  work  the  Depart- 
ment, on  receipt  of  approval  from  the  Board  of  Governors,  will  submit 
a tender  form  to  the  Connaught  Laboratories  incorporating  the  basic 
provisions  of  the  letter  of  June  19th,  including  the  supplying  of  the 
seruiQ  at  a cost  basis  plus  5 per  cent,  stating  the  total  commitment 
as  $765,000  and  the  provision  for  capital  expenditures. 

In  my  opinion  these  provisions  are  reasonable  safeguards  in 
this  undertaking  and  I would  recomraend  their  approval  b3'-  the  Board 
of  Governors.  As  I shall  be  out  of  tov/n,  I would  ask  that  the  Board 
name  a small  sub-comraittee  with  authorit3'-  to  instruct  the  officers 
of  the  Board  to  execute  an  agreement  when  submitted  by  the  Department 
of  Munitions  and  Supply,  based  upon  the  Director’s  letter  to  the  De- 
partment, dated  June  19th,  and  in  the  meantime  that  the  Director  of 
the  Connaught  Laboratories  be  authorized  to  complete  the  tender  form 
to  be  submitted  by  tlie  Department.

Approval  was 
also  given  for  the  signing  of  the  agreement  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and 
authority  was  given  to  Dr.  Defries  to  complete  the  tender  forms  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Department  of  Munitions  and  Supply. 

In  view  of  the  possible  absence  from  the  City 
of  the  Chairman  and  the  Vice-Chairman  during  the  Summer  months,  the  Board, 
upon  motion  of  Dr.  Gibson,  authorized  the  President  to  consult  with  any 
other  members  of  the  Board  if  he  found  it  necessary  to  recommend  addition- 
al appointments  or  deal  with  urgent  matters;  and  the  Bursar  was  author- 
ized to  act  upon  such  recommendations  of  the  President,  which  are  to  be 
reported  to  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  in  September  for  confirmation.

The  Board  were  veryr  pleased  to  learn  from  the 
President  that  there  had  been  numerous  visits  to  the  University  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Latin-American  countries,  and  it  was  felt  that  every- 
thing possible  should  be  done  to  encourage  friendly  relations  with  them.

In  connection  with  the  registration  fee 
of  $15.00  in  the  Faculty  of  Music,  that  authority  be  given  that  in 
cases  of  illness  or  of  war  duties  preventing  the  student  from  v/riting 
upon  his  final  examinations,  the  fee  be  carried  over  to  the  student’s 
credit  for  the  next  session  in  which  he  is  able  to  register. 

That  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  fees 
by  students  on  active  service,  commencing  with  the  Session  1943-44  a 
student  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  who  may  be  given  credit  for  one  academ- 
ic 3'’ear,  upon  submitting  evidence  that  he  has  been  on  active  service 
for  at  least  eight  months,  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  tuition 
fee  for  that  year  unless  he  has  been  in  attendance  for  a part  of  the 
year,  when  he  will  be  required  to  pay  the  corresponding  part  of  the 
tuition  and  incidental  fees.  All  students  admitted  to  the  degree  must, 
of  course,  pay  the  degree  fee.  These  regulations  were  stated  by  the 
President  to  have  the  consent  of  the  federated  colleges. 

That  a remission  of  fees  to  the  extent  of 
$50.00  be  allowed  to  holders  of  Ontario  Governraent  Scholarships;  this 
privilege  to  apply  for  the  Session  1943-44  and  only  to  students  enrolletj 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  This  ruling  also  has  the  approval  of  the  fed- 
erated colleges. 

That  the  following  regulations  respecting 
Military  Training  for  the  Session  1943-44,  as  prepared  by  the  Commit tee (i 
on  Military  Training,  be  approved ;- 


1.  As  National  Selective  Service  grants  postponement  of  Military 
Service  to  students  of  the  University  only  on  condition  that  they 
undergo  compulsory/-  military  training  while  at  the  University,  of 
a standard  recognized  by  the  Department  of  National  Defence,  all 
male  students,  both  undergraduate  and  graduate,  except  as  noted 
in  Section  2 below,  whether  or  not  they  are  British  subjects, 
will  be  required  to  take  training  in  the  University  Naval  Train- 
ing Division,  or  in  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps,  or  in 
the  University  Air  Training  Corps.

2.  The  underwent ioned  categories  of  students  will  not  be  required 
to  take  militarj''  training  in  the  University: - 

(a)  Students  who  are  on  active  service. 

(b)  Students  who  are  receiving  training  outside  the  University 

as  members  of  Reserve  Units  of  the  Canadian  Navy,  Array 

and  Air  Force. 

(c)  Students  enrolled  in  the  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Years  of 

the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 

(d)  Students  who  are  certified  by  the  University  Health  Service 

to  be  medically  unfit  for  military  training. 

3.  All  students  who  are  required  to  take  military  training  in  the 
University  will  register  not  later  than  12  noon  on  Saturday, 
October  2,  1943,  with  the  University  Naval  Training  Division,  or 
with  the  First  or  Second  Battalion,  Canadian  Officers  Training 
Corps,  or  with  the  University  Air  Training  Corps,  according  to 
directions  to  be  published  in  the  ’’Varsity”. 

4.  Students  who  claim  exemption  from  military  training  under  Sec- 
tion 2 (b)  will  apply  for  this  exemption  at  the  office  of  the 
University  Registrar  not  later  than  October  9,  1943. 

5.  Any  student  who  is  required  to  take  military  training  under 
Section  1 above,  and  who  fails  to  comply  fully  with  the  regula- 
tions respecting  such  training,  may  be  ordered,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Court  of  Discipline,  to  withdraw  from  the  Univer- 
sity.

clarified. 

3.  That  as  the  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a new  building 

v/as  emphasized,  and  as  the  most  desirable  site  is  the  property  owned  by 
the  Provincial  Government  imraediately  to  the  V/est  of  the  Banting  Insti- 
tute, the  Government  be  approached  with  the  request  not  to  alienate  the 
property  for  any  other  purpose,  and  to  assist,  possibly  with  the  Domin- 
ion Government  ,*"  in  the  financing  of  this  project.

Gentlemen: - 

The  undersigned,  acting  as  a Committee  upon  the  Pen- 
sion Scheme  for  the  Administrative  and  Clerical  Staff,  beg  to  re- 
port that  thej^  have  considered  a request  from  Professor  H.  W.  Price, 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering,  to  have  J.  W. 
Lawson,  a Mechanician  in  that  department,  retired  on  pension. 

Lawson,  who  will  attain  the  age  of  70  on  December  8,  1943,  has 
suffered  several  strokes,  the  first  one  four  years  ago.  The  last 
stroke,  April  14,  1943,  was  severe  and  resulted  in  paralysis  of 
the  left  side  of  his  face  and  right  side  of  his  body.  He  has  been 
examined  by  the  University  doctor  who  declares  him  to  be  totally 
disabled  for  further  service. 

Lawson  commenced  service  at  the  Universit3r  on  January 
18,  1916,  and  continued  to  be  employed  until  October  31,  1917.  He 
left  at  that  time  to  work  at  Christie  Street  Hospital  under  the 
Soldiers’  Civil  Re-Establishment  Committee  in  manufacturing  arti- 
ficial limbs  for  returned  soldiers.  He  returned  to  the  University 
on  August  15,  1919,  and  has  been  employed  continuously  since  that 
time . 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  Lawson  be  pensioned  on 
the  ground  of  disability,  and  that  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the 
work  in  which  he  was  engaged  during  his  absence  from  the  Univer- 
sity, as  outlined  above,  his  pension  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
continuous  service,  viz:  27  years,  which  would  amount  to  ij^75.00 
per  month,  effective  from  October  1,  1943.

Laboratories  transmitting  a cheaue  for  ^^10,000  from  the  Connaught  Lab- 
oratories Pension  Fund  for  investment  in  Fifth  Victory  Loan  Ponds, 
due  1 January,  1959. 

From  the  Superintendent  stating  that  D.  J.  Clark,  a former 
caretaker  of  the  Biological  building,  who  was  retired  in  1924,  is  now 
in  his  81st  3/-ear  and  is  in  very  bad  health,  and  recommending,  after 
consultation  with  the  President  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Property  Com- 
mittee, that  Clark’s  retiring  allowance  of  ^250.00  a year  be  increased 
to  ^p500.00  a year.

That  the  meiabers  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors place  on  record  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  sustained 
by  the  ITniversit^/'  and  the  country  in  the  passing  of  Sir 
Robert  Falconer,  who,  for  25  years  (from  1907  to  1932),  was 
President  of  the  University/"  of  Toronto;  and  convey  to  Lady 
Falconer  and  her  sons  their  sympathy  in  this  bereavement . 

Under  the  constitution  of  the  Univer- 
sity , set  forth  in  the  Act  of  1906,  the  new’  Board  of  Gover- 
nors appointed  as  President  of  the  whole  University,  the 
Rev.  Robert  Alexander  Falconer,  Principal  of  Pine  Hill  Col- 
lege, Halifax,  a Canadian  by  birth,  but  a graduate  of  London 
and  Edinburgh  Universities,  and  professor  of  Hew  Testament 
Greek  in  Pine  Hill.  He  vms  forty  years  of  age  and  carae  to 
Toronto  in  the  full  vigour  of  manhood.  His  administration 
in  Toronto  fell  into  three  periods;  from  1907  to  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  first  World  War,  when  his  chief  task  was  to  make 
the  new  constitution  work;  the  interlude  of  the  V/orld  War; 
and  from  1919  to  1932,  the  period  of  reconstruction  and 
ad,]ustment , when  students  returned  to  the  University  in 
great  numbers.,  His  administration  covered  the  tine  of  rapid 
groTvth  in  V/estern  and  in  Eastern  Canada  before  the  war,  and 
the  educational  expansion  after  it.  New  buildings  were 
erected;  new  Faculties  and  Departments  v/ere  established. 

Hart  House  was  given  to  the  Universitjr.  The  registration 
ultimately  soared  to  8,000. 

Sir  Robert  enjoyred  the  confidence  and 
support  of  the  Board.  He  was  a great  part  of  all  the  devel- 
opment of  the  University/"  of  his  time.  He  maintained  high 
standards  of  scholarship  and  teaching;  was  tactful  and  kindly 
in  his  relations  with  his  staff;  upheld  the  dignity/"  and  ideals 
of  the  Uniyersityr  before  the  public  and  in  the  academic  world. 
He  became  one  of  the  chief  educational  leaders  of  Canada.  He 
won  respect  as  well  as  liking  from  all  who  knew'  him.  A fine 
scholar,  a wise  and  prudent  administrator,  a devout  Christian, 
he  left  a deep  and  beneficent  mark  on  the  life  of  this  Univer- 
sity/". ”His  works  do  follow  him”. 


Regarding  the  pension  allowances  to  the  late 
Sir  Robert,  both  from  the  Carnegie  Foundation  pay/-able  tlirough  the  Univ  er 
sity,  and  also  the  portion  payable  by  the  University,  the  payment  from 
these  two  sources  continues  for  30  days  after  the  date  of  death,  i.e., 
to  December  4th,  and  the  Board  authorized  t]ie  further  continuance  to 
December  31st;  the  payments  to  December  4th  to  be  made  to  the  Estate  of 
Sir  Robert  and  for  the  balance  of  December  to  his  v/idow.  Lady  Falconer, 
as  a compassionate  allowance.  In  addition  to  the  above  Lady  Falconer's 
own  pension,  w'hich  is  to  date  from  December  5th,  will  be  at  the  rate  of 
;ii54,850  per  annum  in  accordance  with  a ruling  of  the  Hoard  made  at  the 
time  of  the  retirement  of  the  late  Sir  Robert;  .;?350.00  o^  wliich  is  nay- 
able  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  through  the  University,  and  H, 500.00 
by  the  University.

Your  Comiaittee  had  before  it  Principal  Wallace’s  com-  ! 
munication  to  the  President  under  date  of  June  1st,  1943,  and  in  : 
order  that  the  Committee  might  be  informed  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  last  three  or  four  meetings  of  the  Committee  the  Bursar 
read  the  reports  to  the  Board  of  Crovernors  arising  from  such  meet- 
ings. 

The  Chairman  informed  the  Committee  that  he  had  been 
in  consultation  with  the  late  Minister  of  Education  regarding  the 
situation  at  Universit3r  College,  and  had  been  assured  of  his  co- 
operation in  such  action  as  the  Board  of  Governors  decided  to  take. 

After  considerable  discussion  of  the  matters  before 
it  the  Committee  requested  Principal  Wallace  and  Professor 
McAndrew,  the  Registrar  of  University  College,  to  attend. 

The^r  presented  their  views  as  to  the  difficulties 
existing  in  the  College,  and  answered  questions  which  were  voiced 
by  members  of  the  Committee. 

In  making  its  report  the  Committee  deems  it  wise  to 
remind  the  Board  of  the  importance  of  the  State  Arts  College  in 
the  scheme  of  Federation.  Its  prestige  and  high  standard  must  be 
maintained  unless  instruction  in  the  Humanities  is  to  suffer.  The 
consequence  of  deterioration  would  ultimately  be  reflected  in  the 
other  Faculties  of  the  University/-. 

Your  Committee  now  begs  to  recommend  - 

1.  That  the  property  lately  occupied  byr  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle, 
and  knoTvn  as  ’Holwood’,  be  allocated  as  a site  for  Uni- 
versity College  Men’s  Residences. 

The  Board  already  has  favourably  discussed  the  ad- 
visability of  such  action,  and  your  Committee  is  glad  to 
know  that  the  Alumni  Association  approve  of  such  a move. 

The  intervention  of  the  V/ar,  with  the  consequent  impos- 
sibility of  obtaining  building  materials,  has  delayed 
action  in  the  matter; 

And  that  the  Superintendent  of  the  University  be  instruc- 
ted to  report  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  on  the 
feasibility^  of  adapting  the  existing  building  for  a 
Men’s  Residence  as  soon  after  the  war  as  may  be. 

B.  That  efforts  be  continued  to  provide  specific  Athletic 
facilities  for  the  College. 

3,  That  the  University  College  Alumni  Association  be  asked 
to  nominate  a temporary  committee  from  amongst  the 
College  graduates  which  would  represent  the  Alumni  and 
speak  officially  for  the  Alumni  in  case  it  was  desired 
to  make  representations  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  and 
would 'be  available  for  consultation  by  the  Board  as 
occasions  might  arise. 

Your  Committee  has  enquired  from  the  President  as  to 
the  situation  in  the  departments  of  Classics  and  Ethics,  which  de- 
partments Principal  Wallace  has  stated  are  under-staffed.  On  ob- 
taining the  facts  from  the  President  y^-our  Committee  is  of  opinion 
that  the  charge  is  not  justified. 

In  making  this  report  with  its  attendant  recommenda- 
tions the  Committee  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  consideration 
of  and  action  on  the  above  matters  is  not  new  on  the  part  of  the 
Board.  A considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  raised  for  a Men’s  i 
Residence,  and  two  possible  sites  discussed.  Also  Architects  'i 

appointed.  There  has  been  a difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  site, 
which,  added  to  the  exigencies  of  the  war,  has  delayed,  the  prepar- 
ation of  plans. 

Also,  action  was  taken  to  provide  facilities  for  field 
games.  If  the  arrangements  have  not  proved  satisfactory,  it  is 
possible  that  there  has  been  lack  of  co-operation  some  where.

That  the  following  proposal  submitted  by  Dean  Brett  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Health  Service  fee  for  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  be 
adopted : - 

(a)  That,  as  stated  in  the  notice  (Calendar  of  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies,  p.  30)  graduate  students  be  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Health  Service  as  defined  in  the  Calendar  of 
the  Faculty  of  i^jrts. 

(b)  That  this  shall  be  conditional  upon  pa3rment  of  the  fee 
(f5).  The  privileges  referred  to  include  not  only  such  medical 
advice  or  treatment  as  may  be  required  but  also  the  Infirmary 
Service  which  provides  for  care  during  sickness  and  is  especi- 
ally important  for  those  students  who  live  in  lodgings  or  resi- 
dences where  no  proper  attention  can  be  secured.  Any  student 
who  desires  to  enjoy  these  privileges  must  be  prepared  to  pro- 
duce evidence  that  he  has  fulfilled  the  conditions  specified. 

(c) .  The  Secretary  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  shall 
draw  the  attention  of  students  at  the  time  of  enrolment  to  the 
regulations  and  arrange  a method,  by  registration  card  or  other- 
wise, which  will  enable  the  Director  of  the  Health  Service  to 
satisfy  himself  that  each  student  who  applies  for  treatment  has 
fulfilled  the  conditions  stated  above. 

(d)  The  Bursar  shall  be  authorized  to  collect  the  fee  from 
each  student  who  desires  to  pay  it,  at  the  time  of  enrolment.

with  the  Committee’s  report,  v/ith  the  request  that  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors approach  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  with  a view  to  having  it

"Notwithstanding  any  provision  contained  in  the  Univer- 
sity Act  there  shall  be  no  election  of  the  Chancellor 
or  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  until  September,  1945,  unless  in  the  meantime 
a statute  is  passed  by  the  Senate  directing  an  elec- 
tion either  of  the  Chancellor  or  of  the  members  of  the 
Senate,  or  of  both.”

Dear  Dr.  Gibson: - 

I find  that  the  provisions  relating  to  the  Prin- 
cipal's residence  at  Knox  College  are  found  in  Section  14  of  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  Act  (Ontario).  These  are  as  follows: 

'(g)  The  estate,  right,  title  and  interest  of  Knox  College  in  the 
lands  and  buildings  described  in  Schedule  'D'  hereto  commonly- 
known  as  the  Principal's  residence  or  the  North  House  and  the  con- 
tents thereof  owned  by  Knox  College,  shall  on  the  10th  day  of  June, 
1925,  be  vested  in  The  United  Church,  which  shall  thereupon  be 
debited  and  charged  with  the  value  of  such  property  in  any  appor- 
tionment or  allocation  made  by  the  Dominion  Commission.  (h)  In 
case  it  is  proposed  at  anj?-  time  in  the  future  to  sell  the  said 
Principal's  residence  or  the  North  House  as  described  in  the  next 
preceding  subsection,  the  church  of  the  non- concurring  congregations 
shall  have  the  first  right  or  option  to  purchase  it  at  a price  and 
on  terms  to  be  agreed  upon,  or  in  case  of  failure  to  agree  at  a 
price  and  on  terms  to  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Ontario  Rail- 
way and  Municipal  Board  on  an  application  made  for  that  purpose  and 
any  order  or  decision  of  the  Board  fixing  the  price  and  terms  shall 
be  final  and  binding  and  without  appeal,  and  shall  not  be  open  to 
question  in  any  court.'

Dear  Mr.  Chairman; - 

RE:  Bursar’s  Office  Accommodation  - 
New  Administration  Building 
In  view  of  the  consideration  now  being  given  tc{ 
of  urgentl3'-  needed  Universitj'-  buildings,  I would  like  tq 
attention  the  fact  that  the  accommodation  for  the  Bur-  | 
has  developed  into  a very  serious  situation.  ' 

As  you  are  aware  considerable  expense  was  en- 
tailed in  alterations  to  the  basement  in  order  to  provide  additional 
washroom  space  for  the  women  in  the  office;  but  another  problem  with 
which  we  are  faced  is  the  lack  of  accommodation  for  the  University  A\i- 
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itors  in  their  regular  inspection  of  the  books,  which  necessitates 
their  carrying  ledgers,  books,  etc.,  through  the  halls  to  other 
quarters,  temporarily  provided,  with  the  consequent  danger  of  the 
loss  of  valuable  records  v/hich  it  would  be  impossible  to  replace. 

IVhen  this  office  moved  from  the  University 
College  building  to  Sim.coe  Hall  in  1924  the  number  on  the  staff  was 
12 . At  the  present  time  the  number  is  This  means  that  the 

staff  has  more  than  tripled  in  that  time  and  yet  no  additional  space 
has  been  provided  to  accommodate  the  larger  number  of  people.  This 
situation,  together  with  the  mechanical  equipment  which  has  been 
installed,  causes  a serious  congestion  and  interferes  considerably 
with  the  efficient  operations  of  the  office. 

Furthermore,  I think  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  the  facilities  for  the  collection  of  fees  are  entirely  inade- 
quate, and  I know  of  no  other  institution  handling  a similar  amount 
of  money  where  business  is  carried  on  under  such  handicaps.  Over 
one  small  counter  fees  and  accounts  are  collected,  wages  paid,  and 
members  of  the  staff  transact  departmental  business. 

I would  request  therefore  that  the  Board  of 
Governors  give  this  matter  their  earnest  consideration.

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This  situation  delays  for  months  the  closing  of  the 
books  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  and  requires  an  unreasonable 
amount  of  night  work  by  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Bursar’s 
Office,  particularly  during  the  Suromer  months.  This  condition  has 
been  accentuated  since  the  war  by  the  preparation  of  quarterly  ‘ 
statements  and  vouchers  in  connection  with  grants  from  the  Nation- 
al Research  Council,  etc.,  which  for  the  year  ended  June  30th, 

1943,  numbered  61  and  involved  a total  expenditure  of  over 
$900,000.00. 

In  this  connection  the  follov/ing  recommendations  are

In  view  of  the  difficulties  which  have  aris- 


en in  connection  with  the  payment  of  scholarship  awards,  and  the  possi- 
bility of  awards  being  made  before  sufficient  income  has  been  received, 
the  Bursar  prepared  the  follov/ing  memorandum  which  was  read  to  the  Board 

”V/hen  awards  are  paid  from  the  income  of  a scholarship  endow- 
ment, there  should  be  a full  year’s  income  received  before  such  an 
award  is  made.  In  the  Statutes  of  Senate  the  phrase  frequently 
used  regarding  the  time  of  award  seems  somewhat  vague  - e.g.  - 
That  the  first  award  of  the  said  scholarship  be 
made  in  the  Session  1943-44. 

Confusion  has  arisen  from  the  use  of  the  terra  ’award’.  It  might  be 
construed  to  mean  ’offered  for  award  in  the  Calendar  for  the  work 
done  by  the  student  in  the  Session  1943-44  and  paid  in  1944-45’, 
or  ’paid  in  the  Session  1943-44  for  work  done  in  1942-43’. 

This  point  is  illustrated  in  the  following  cases

For  example,  the  Dr.  Roy  Simpson 
Scholarship  is  to  be  ’offered  for  award  for  the  first  time  at  the 
end  of  the  Session  1943-44’;  does  this  mean  the  accelerated  Medical 
course  Session  or  the  University  year? 

The  Hagarty  Scholarship  is  also  confusing  - to  be  offered 
for  the  first  time  ’at  the  beginning  of  the  Session  immediately 
follov^^ing  the  receipt  of  the  endov/ment  fund  by  the  University’, 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  Board  draw  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Senate  the  desirability  of  providing  that  a clause  be 
inserted  in  Statutes  of  Senate  relating  to  Scholarships  stating 
that  a full  year’s  income  must  be  received  before  an  award  is  paid.

1.  Your  Committee  transmits  herewith  the  Auditor’s  Report 

and  Financial  Statement  of  the  Universit}'’  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
30  June,  1943.  The  certificate  of  the  Auditor  shows  that  all  the 

transactions  of  the  3'-ear  have  been  dul3r  audited  and  found  correct; 

that  the  securities  representing  the  investments  were  examined  by 
him  once  during  the  3rear  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  re- 
cords kept  by  the  Bursar;  and  that  the  Bursar’s  records  are  well 
kept  and  all  endowment  and  trust  funds  properl3r  accounted  for.  In 
presenting  this  report  for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  your  Commit- 
tee recommends  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  little  or  no  money 

has  been  spent  on  the  buildings  of  late  3^ears,  ^80,000  be  appropri- 

ated for  Deferred  Maintenance. 

B,  Your  Committee  has  considered  the  revised  Estimates 

for  1943-44  of  the  Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music,  and  recommends 
that  these  be  referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
lir.

’’President  H.  J.  Cody,  Victoria  University, 

Simcoe  Hall,  Toronto, 

University  of  Toronto, 

My  dear  President  Codj^:- 

We  called  a special  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  our  Board  of  Regents  last  Monday  to  consider  the 
information  we  had  just  received  that  the  Board  of  G-overnors  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  were  planning  a campaign  to  raise  five 
million  dollars. 

The  Executive  Committee  instructed  Mr, 
lames,  the  Chairman  of  our  Board,  and  myself  to  call  upon  j^ou  and 
to  convejr  to  you  our  regret  that  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
University  should  have  entered  into  the  campaign  without  inform- 
ing or  consulting  with  the  federated  colleges;  and  to  request 
that  no  public  announcement  be  made  until  the  position  of  the 
federated  colleges  was  made  clear. 

During  the  past  year  our  Board  has  been 
considering  and  planning  for  a campaign  to  raise  funds  to  meet 
our  urgent  needs  in  building  and  endowment.  We  were  asked  by 
our  Executive  Committee  to  explore  with  3'-ou  the  possibility  of 
our  joining  with  you  in  your  campaign  on  a basis  to  be  mutually 
agreed  upon,  and  to  promise  you  the  full  support  of  Victoria  in 
such  a campaign  if  such  a basis  could  be  arrived  at, 

V/e  thank  3^ou  for  the  frank  and  friendly 
discussion  we  had  with  you  and  at  your  suggestion  we  are  placing 
the  matter  before  you  in  writing  in  order  that  3^-ou  may  place  it 
before  your  Board,  We  feel  that  the  University  of  Toronto  is 
breaking  into  new  ground  in  a public  campaign  for  funds  - some- 
thing it  has  not  done  in  the  one  hundred  years  of  its  history, 
and  something  that  is  not  usually  expected  from  a university 
supported  by  provincial  funds.  Of  necessit3^  you  would  canvass 
a constituency  which  is  that  from  which  heretofore  Victoria  has 
drawn  its  support  and  upon  which  now  and  in  the  future  it  must 
depend , 

The  urgency  of  our  needs  is  such  that 
we  must  proceed.  We  would  prefer  to  do  this  in  harmony  with, 
and  as  a part  of,  3^our  general  campaign.  To  that  end  we  suggest 
that,  before  proceeding  further,  representatives  of  3^our  Cam- 
paign Committee  confer  with  representatives  of  the  federated 
colleges.

At  the  meeting  held  on  February  11th  the  Senate 
had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Scholarships 
etc.,  of  which  I have  already  sent  yrou  a copy.  The  Senate  approved 
of  the  following  recommendations  of  the  Committee: 

(b)  That  the  general  practice  be  established  that  in  each 
Statute  dealing  with  an  endowed  scholarship,  prize, 
fellowship  or  bursary  a clause  be  inserted  stating 
that  no  award  may  be  made  until  a full  year’s  income 
has  been  received  from  the  endowment  unless  sufficient 
funds  are  provided  to  make  an  earlier  award  possible. 

(c)  That  the  clause  referred  to  in  sub-section  (b)  be 
worded  somewhat  as  follows: 

’That  the  said  scholarship  be  offered  for  award 
for  the  first  time  in  1944  and  be  paid,  if 
awarded,  in  the  Session  1944-45,  provided  that 
a full  year’s  income  has  been  received  from  the 
endowment  at  the  time  of  the  award. ’ 

The  other  recommendation,  namely  - 

That  the  following  paragraph  appear  in  the  calendars 
of  the  various  faculties  and  schools: 

’The  award  of  anyr  scholarship,  prize,  fellowship 
or  bursary  which  is  not  endowed  is  contingent 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  necessary  funds. ’ 
was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  further  consideration  and  re- 
port. The  view  was  expressed  in  the  Senate  that  the  donors  of  such 
awards  might  take  offence  if  this  statement  should  appear  in  the 
calendars.

While  the  Board  were  of  the  opinion  that  funds  should  be  provided 
before  an  award  was  made,  it  was  felt  that  if  for  any  reason  funds 
were  not  available  the  Board  might  make  provision  for  the  same. 


Regarding  the  request  of  the  Unemplo^rment 
Insurance  Commission  that  the  University  obtain  in  writing  the  con 
currence  of  the  Provincial  Government  in  the  procedure  followed  by 
the  Universitj/-  in  insuring  certain  of  its  employees,  the  Bursar 
presented  the  following  letter  from  the  Universitjr  Solicitor:-

RE:  Unemployment  Insurance 

I duly  received  your  letter  of  February 
8th  enclosing  a copj^  of  a letter  dated  February  7th  from  the  Un- 
employment Insurance  Commission. 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  simplest 
method  of  dealing  with  the  situation  which  has  arisen  would  be 
to  ask  the  Province  for  its  concurrence  in  the  decision  of  the 
Board  that  those  classes  of  emplo^^-ees  specified  in  your  letter 
of  Tune  IBth,  1941,  should  be  treated  as  insurable.  There  does 
not  appear  to  be  anything  in  the  Act  which  would  make  it  neces- 
sary for  all  emploj^ees  of  the  Universit3r  to  be  treated  as  one 
group,  and  I do  not  see  why  there  should  be  any  objection  to 
the  concurrence  of  the  Province  being  obtained  in  respect  of 
certain  specified  classes  of  emplo3'-ees. 

I have  discussed  the  position  with  an 
official  of  the  Unemplo3mient  Insurance  Commission.  Apparently 
the  difficulty  has  arisen  by  reason  of  a recent  ruling  of  the 
Department  that  the  concurrence  of  the  Province  must  be  in  writ- 
ing. This  official  thinks  that  it  would  be  sufficient  if  a 
letter  were  obtained  from  the  Minister  of  Education  concurring 
in  the  arrangement  set  out  in  your  letter  of  June  13th,  1941, 
and  approved  in  the  letter  from  the  Commission  of  July  2nd, 

1941.  He  suggests  that  when  the  letter  from  the  Minister  is 
obtained  we  forward  it  to  him  with  a copy  of  this  letter,  and 
he  wi^l  then  submit  the  matter  to  Ottawa.

He  was  an  Assistant  Professor  of 
Surger3^  in  the  medical  faculty  of  this  University  and  a 
consulting  surgeon  to  the  Department  of  Pensions  and 
National  Health.  He  had  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  Canadian  surgeon  to  perform  the  operation  of 
sympathectomy. 

He  served  as  a medical  officer  in 
the  first  World  V/ar  and  won  fame  as  one  who  shared  in  per- 
forming the  first  blood  transfusion  done  at  the  Front. 

He  finely  blended  humour  and  serious- 
ness, humanit3/-  and  technical  efficiency.  He  was  a brilliant 
surgeon,  a staunch  friend,  a progressive  scientist,  and  a 
kindly  open-hearted  gentleman.

ces.

Dear  Dr.  Cody:- 

As  I indicated  to  you  in  our  conversations  on 
this  subject,  the  Government  of  Ontario  has  decided  to  make  a 
special  grant  of  ^400,000.00  to  the  University  of  Toronto  for 
the  particular  purpose  of  stimulating  research.  While  the 
allocation  of  the  money  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  it  is  hoped  that  special  efforts  will  be  direct- 
ed tovmrd  the  possibility  of  increasing  employment  through  nev/ 
uses  of  our  raw  materials.  V/e  are  also  hopeful  that  research 
will  be  conducted  in  the  fields  of  social  service;s  and  public 
administrat ion. 

The  decision  to  make  this  grant  is  evidence  of 
the  Government’s  recognition  of  the  part  alread3r  played  b3'’  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  assisting  the  effective  prosecution 
of  the  war.  We  believe  that  an  even  more  effective  contribu- 
tion can  be  made  toward  the  effective  employment  of  our  human 
and  material  resources  in  the  peace  v^hich  will  follow,  provided 
there  is  adequate  financial  support  from  public  and  private 
sources. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  grant  may  encourage  indi- 
viduals and  corporations  to  offer  financial  assistance  by 
demonstrating  the  Government’s  conviction  that  the  University 
of  Toronto  has  a vitally  important  part  to  play  in  the  plann- 
ing and  development  of  our  Province  and  the  nation  as  a vrhole.

of  April.  Ordered  that  an  Accountable  V/arrant  for  Four  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  {^'^00,000)  be  issued  to  the  Bursar. 

Dr.  Neilly,  as  Chairman  of  the  Connaught 
Laboratories  Committee,  presented  the  following  report  on  the  es- 


timated Revenue  and  Expenditure  of  the  Laboratories  for  the  fiscal 


year  April  1,  1944,  to  March  31,  1945:- 

”To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

University  of  Toronto: 

This  Corimiittee  presents  herewith  a state 
ment  of  estimated  revenue  and  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year 
April  1,  1944,  to  March  31,  1945.  The  Connaught  Laboratories 
have  expanded  and  are  expanding  the  scope  of  their  operations 
so  quickly  that  the  figures  we  present  must  be  considered  as 
merely  indicative.  When  the  estimates  were  presented  to  the

Board  a year  ago,  we  had  425  on  the  payroll  and  to-daj?-  we  have  over 
700,  and  when  the  production  of  penicillin  gets  under  wav  in  a few 
o al  einTployee  s will  exceed  800. 

During  the  coming  year  we  will  comp]  ete  tv/o 
large  contracts  for  the  Department  of  Munitions  and  Supply  - one  on 
combined  gas  gangrene  antitoxins  and  the  other  for  thirteen  billion 
units  of  penicillin.  These  contracts  were  taken  on  a cost-plus 
basis  and,  since  they  are  outside  our  regular  work  and  will  probably 
- produce  little  or  nothing  in  the  vmy  of  real  profit,  they  have  not 
been  incorporated  in  our  forecast. 

Our  estimate  of  gross  sales  then  is  based  up- 
on this  year’s  record  to  date.  We  have  anticipated  nothing  in  the 
way  of  extra  operating  margin  but  we  have  provided  for  all  known 
possible  decreases  in  revenue  and  increases  in  expenditures. 

We  have  estimated  gross  sales  at  f 1,000, 000. 

To ^ produce  these  products  the  cost  will  be  roughly  $530,000.  To 
this  outlay  must  be  added  the  cost  of  administration,  research, 
etc.,  amounting  to  $333,500.,  leaving  an  estimated  operating  ma-rgin 
of  $136,500.  Now,  if  v^e  add  to  this  Sundry  income  from  investments, 
G-overnment  grants,  etc.,  of  $36,250  and  deduct  grants  for  research 
of  $19,085  and  the  cost  of  our  V/estern  Division,  we  get  a balance 
of  $143,865  and  this  represents  our  estimated  overall  margin  for 
the  coming  year. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  our  total  sales  this 
year  v/ill  be  close  to  $1,400,000  but  about  $400,000  of  this  was  for 
\ise  by  the  Armed  Forces.  The  two  war  contracts  to  be  completed  next 
year,  v/hich  you  will  recall  were  excluded  from  our  main  estimates, 
v/ill  gross  approximately  $1,500,000.  From  all  this  you  will  gather 
■ that,  if  the  war  continues,  next  year’s  gross  business  may  total 
between  $2,500,000  and  $3,000,000  and  all  the  v/ork  thus  involved 
must  be  planned  and  supervised  by  the  present  staff.  It  is  a stu- 
pendous undertaking  and  is  away  beyond  what  one  would  describe  as 
normal  or  even  reasonable  capacity  and  responsibility. 

In  previous  reports  we  have  stressed  the 
point  that  salaries  paid  by  Connaught  Laboratories  cannot  properly 
be  compared  with  those  paid  in. other  departments  of  the  University. 

We  therefore  present  a list  of  salaries  we  propose  to  pay  during 
the  coming  year  to  the  senior  members  of  the  Staff,  to  the  Research 
Members,  Research  Assistants  and  Technical  Assistants,  showing  not 
only  the  proposed  salaries  but  the  amount  paid  last  year.  This 
list  covers  65  members  of  the  Staff.  The  average  increase  is  about 
$125  a year  each  and  represents  an  overall  average  increase  of  5 
per  cent. 

The  salaries  paid  the  other  650-odd  emploj./'ed 
at  the  Laboratories  have  not  been  listed.  The  minimura  salary  rs 
$708  per  year.  The  maximum  salary  is  $2,840  per  year,  and  the 
overall  average  is  $1,110  per  year.  The  rate  of  remuneration  paid 
to  this  group  must  be  adjusted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Management 
as  circumstances  necessitate. 

A year  ago  the  second  clause  of  this  Coiomit- 
tee’s  recoimaendations  read  as  follov's*. - 

’That  realizing  that  the  expenditures  of  the  Laboratories 
must  vary  with  revenue,  and  having  regard  for  the  exist- 
ing situation  in  respect  of  both  skilled  and  unskilled 
help,  the  Connaught  Laboratories  Comraittee  be  and  it  is 
hereby  given  discretionary  power  to  make  such  departures 
from  the  present  Estimates  as  it  - the  Committee  - may 
deem  necessary  or  desirable.” 

This  recommendation  in  the  form  of  a motion 
was  approved  by  the  Board  and  this  Committee  assumes  that  the  author- 
ization remains  in  full  force  and  effect  until  cancelled  or  otherwise 
amended .

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  recommendation 
placed  before  the  Board  of  Governors  by  1^.  M.  B.  Hastings,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Engineering  Alumni  Association  of  the  University  of 
Toronto,  together  with  the  memorandum  regarding  the  achievement 
of  Dr.  L.  M.  Pidgeon  in  developing  a new  practical  method  of  pro- 
ducing metallic  magnesium  on  a commercial  scale.  A copy  of  this 
submission  is  attached  hereto. 

It  was  considered  that  this  accomplishment  came  v^rith- 
in  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  the  bequest  in  the  Will 
of  the  late  Aeneas  McCharles,  dated  June  7,  1906,  viz: 

♦To  any  Canadian  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other, 
and  whether  student  or  not,  who  invents  or  discovers  any 
new  and  improved  process  for  the  treatment  of  Canadian 
ores  or  minerals  of  any  kind,  after  such  process  has  been 
proved  to  be  of  special  merit  on  a practical  scale.’ 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  Dr.  Pidgeon  has 
satisfied  the  various  requirements  which  would  entitle  him  to  the 


award  of  the  Prize,  viz:- 

1.  A candidate  must  be  a Canadian.  Dr.  Pidgeon  is  a Cana- 
dian citizen  and  is  domiciled  in  Canada.  He  was  born 
on  December  3rd,  1905,  at  Markham,  Ontario.  He  gradu- 
ated in  Arts  from  the  University  of  Manitoba  in  1925, 
after  which  he  attended  McGill  University  where  he  re- 
ceived his  doctor’s  degree  in  1929  and  the  Ramsay 
Scholarship,  which  enabled  him  to  take  post  graduate 
work  at  Oxford  under  Professor  Egerton.

C.  D.  Howe,  Minister  of  Munitions  and  Supply,  requesting  that  an 
Order-in-Council  be  issued  enabling  the  War  Assets  Corporation  to 
dispose  of  such  equipment  to  educational  institutions  without 
charge  other  than  freight  and  handling. 

From  Mr.  A.  E.  R.  Westman,  Toronto  Branch,  Canadian  Insti- 
tute of  Chemistry,  in  connection  with  their  desire  to  use  their 
Reserve  Fund,  amounting  to  $140.00,  to  paj^-  tribute  to  the  pioneer 
work  of  Professor  J.  ¥/atson  Bain  and  Dr.  W.  Lash  Miller  in  organ- 
izing the  Canadian  Institute  of  Chemistry  some  twenty-four  j^'ears 
ago,  and  transmitting  a motion  passed  at  a recent  meeting  - 

"authorizing  the  Committee  on  Reserve  Fund  to  offer  the 
reserve  •^und  to  the  Universit3r  of  Toronto,  the  fund  to 
be  used  in  erecting  a tablet  or  tablets  in  a suitable

Ivir.  V/estman  further  stated  that  since  it  appeared  probable 
that  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Chemistry,  as  such,  would  be  amal- 
gamated with  other  chemical  societies  in  Canada  to  form  a new  organ- 
ization known  as  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada  within  the  current 
y/-ear,  there  would  be  some  advantage  if  this  fund  could  be  turned 
over  to  the  University/-  within  the  next  few  months.

The  Bursar  presented  the  financial  state- 


ment for  the  month  of  March,  1944. 


In  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Bur- 
sar at  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  Coraralttee  on  January  24,  1944,  that 
there  was  approximately  $500,000  available  for  investment,  the  Board 
adopted  a recoramendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  this  sum  be 
invested  in  the  Sixth  Victory  Loan,  together  with  whatever  additional 
funds  were  available . The  Bursar  reported  that  there  was  now  approx- 
imately $800,000  available  for  investment,  and  upon  the  recommendation 
of  I'/tr.  Ross  authority  was  given  to  invest  this  amount  in  the  following 
bonds: - 

$400,000  Dominion  of  Canada  Sixth  Victory  Loan 

Bonds,  due  1 June,  1960 

$400,000  Province  of  Ontario  3^^  Bonds,  due 
15  October,  1973 

the  purchase  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  bonds  being  referred  to  Mr. 
Ross,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  to  complete. 

The  Bursar  also  reported  that  the  Univer- 
sity Solicitor  had  informed  him  that  the  question  of  taxes  on  the 
Margaret  Eaton  School  property  at  No.  415  Yonge  Street  had  come  up 

that  in  a conference  Avith  the  Solicitor  he  had  learned  that 
Ivir . Mason,  representing  the  T.  Eaton  Company,  took  the  stand  that  the 
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property  was  not  subject  to  tax  and  therefore  no  appeal  v/ould  be 
made,  and  that  the  University  Solicitor  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Universit3r  should  take  the  same  stand.  After  explaining  to  the 
Board  the  two  positions  the  University  could  take  in  the  matter, 
either  a similar  stand  to  that  of  the  T.  Eaton  Company,  viz:  that 
the  propertjr  was  being  used  by  the  University  and  not  subject  to 
tax;  or  of  taking  the  same  stand  but  entering  an  appeal  through 
the  Court  of  Revision  for  exemption,  especially  in  viev/  of  the 
fact  that  in  1943  the  time  for  an  appeal  had  elapsed  before  any 
action  had  been  taken  by  Eaton’s,  the  Bursar  was  instructed  by 
the  Board  to  request  the  University  Solicitor  to  take  whatever 
action  he  deemed  best  in  the  interests  of  the  University. 

The  Bursar  stated  that  in  connection  with 
the  Board’s  application  to  the  Provincial  Government  to  have  in- 
cluded in  the  Statute  Law  Amendment  Act  of  1944  a clause  covering 
the  postponement  of  the  Senate  Elections  until  September,  1945,  he 
had  enquired  of  the  Secretar3'-  to  the  Minister  of  Education  and  was 
advised  that  this  matter  had  not  been  provided  for  at  the  recent 
Session  of  the  Legislature.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Chair- 
man  of  the  Board  and  the  President. 


The  following  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the  closing  of  the

Eaton  School  property  at  415  Yonge  Street,  the  University  Solicitor 
had  advised  him  that  he  had  entered  an  appeal  against  the  purported 
assessment  for  1945. 

The  President  reported  that  he  had  learned  from  Dr,  J.  G. 
Althouse  that  the  omission  of  an  amendment  to  the  Act  allowing  for 
postponement  of  elections  to  the  Senate  and  Chancellorship  was  not 
without  intention. 

In  connection  with  the  authority  for  the  proposed  investment 
of  ^400,000  in  the  Sixth  Victory  Loan  and  ^400,000  in  Province  of

The  Committee  also  recommends  that 
the  Course  of  the  First  Year  in  Occupational  Therapy  and 
Physiotherapy  commence  on  Tuesday,  September  5th,  1944,  and 
close  early  in  April,  1945. 

If  this  arrangement  is  made,  a full  session’s 
work  will  be  provided;  there  will  be  no  lowering  of  stand- 
ards; and  the  needs  of  the  Armed  Forces  can  be  supplied  in 
better  time.”

From  Mr.  Chryst  Loukas,  Executive  Secretary'-,  Anglo- Arne rican- 
Hellenic  Bureau  of  Education,  Columbia  University,  New  York,  report- 
ing progress  in  the  arrangements  being  made  to  equip  students  in 
Greece  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  American,  British  and 
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Canadian  colleges  and  Universities,  and  thus  prepare  them  for  post- 
war work  in  devastated  European  and  Asiatic  countries. 


The  President  presented  a letter  from 
Professor  C.  A.  Ashley  stating  that  he  had  approached  a group  of  com- 
panies with  which  the  late  Sir  James  Woods  was  associated,  and  that 
two  of  these  companies,  viz:  Cordon,  Mackay  & Company,  Limited,  and 
York  Knitting  Mills,  Limited,  had  offered  to  establish  Graduate  Fel- 
lowships of  ^500  each  in  Business  Administration  under  the  following 
conditions  and  to  be  known,  as  the  ’’James  V/illiara  Woods  Fellowships” : - 

Gordon,  MacKay  k Company  Limited  - 

This  Fellowship,  of  the  value  of  $500.00,  is  open  to  competi- 
tion by  graduates  of  any  universit3'-  who  intend  to  do  work  in 
Business  Administration,  leading  to  the  Master  of  Commerce  degree. 

Forms  of  application  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  should  be  returned,  with  certifi- 
cates of  undergraduate  courses  taken  and  a statement  of  qualifica- 
tions, not  later  than  March  1st. 

It  is  understood  that  if  no  suitable  candidate  applies  in  any 
year,  the  Fellowship  may  be  awarded  in  Economics,  Political  Science 
or  Sociology  instead  of  in  Business  Administration;  and  that  if 
no  award  is  made  in  1944  the  funds  for  this  3^ear  may  be  used  for 
making  an  additional  award  in  some  year  after  the  war.  The  award 
is  on  a yearl3'‘  basis,  but  one  year’s  notice  will  be  given  by  the 
donor  in  the  event  of  withdrawal. 

York  Knitting  Mill s, Limit ed  - 

Payment  to  be  made  annually  in  the  amount  of  $500;  first  pay- 
ment to  be  made  before  the  close  of  this  calendar  year. 

The  Fellowship,  as  suggested,  to  be  made  available  for  graduate 
study  of  Business  Administration,  with  a rider  to  the  effect  that 
if  no  suitable  candidate  applies,  the  Fellowship  should  be  avail- 
able for  other  graduate  work  in  the  Department:  Economics,  Poli- 
tics or  Sociology. 

V/hile  the  grant  would  be  on  an  annual  basis,  York  Knitting  Mills 
Limited  would  agree  to  give  at  least  one  year’s  notice  of  withdrawal. 

The  offer  of  these  two  companies  was 
gratefully  accepted  by  the  Board  and  settlement  of  the  academic  details 
in  connection  with  the  Fellowships  was  referred  to  the  Senate.

The  Bursar  presented  a letter  from  Prin- 
cipal Wallace  stating  that  at  its  meeting  on  Friday,  May  5th,  the 
Council  of  University  College  resolved  unanimously  to  recommend  to 
the  Governors  that  the  residuary  legacy  of  $1,000  recently  received 
from  the  Elizabeth  Ann  V/intercorbyn  Estate  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  an  Annual  Prize  in  the  First  Year  of'  the  honour  course 
of  English  Language  and  Literature  in  University  College.  On  the 
assumption  that  this  recommendation  was  made  under  the  clause  in 
the  instructions  of  I\h?.  H.  W.  Mickle,  K.C.,  giving  power  to  Prin- 
cipal Wallace,  after  consulting  any  Committee  of  the  College  deal- 
ing with  Scholarships,  to  specify  that  this  legacy  be  used  for 
any  other  scholarship  than  the  one  in  English  and  History  to  stud- 
ents of  University  College  in  the  Second  Year,  specified  by  I^. 
Mickle,  the  Board  approved  of  the  Council *s  recommendation,  on 
the  understanding  that  the  interest  only  on  the  amount  of  $1,000 
be  used  for  the  annual  award  of  the  Prize. 
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The  Bursar  also  presented  the  bank 
statement  for  the  month  of  April,  and  his  Estimate,  under  By-Law  No. 
20,  of  the  amount  required  to  defray  Current  Expenditure  for  the 
balance  of  the  month  of  May  and  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  June. 
Ordered  that  an  Accountable  Warrant  for  Four  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($400,000)  be  Issued  to  the  Bursar. 


The  Bursar  read  the  following  letter 
from  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to  the  Honourable  J.  L.  Ilsley,  Min- 
ister of  Finance,  Ottawa,  asking  for  reconsideration  of  the  ruling 
covering  contributions  by  companies  and  organizations : - 

"The  Honourable  J.  L.  Ilsley, 

Minister  of  Finance, 

Ottawa,  Ontario. 

I/ly  dear  Ivir.  Ilsley ;- 

The  University  of  Toronto  has  been  approached 
by  representatives  of  the  Government  with  a view  to  preparing  for 
the  postwar  period,  when  it  is  expected  many  thousands  of  young 
men  whose  University  courses  were  interrupted  by  war  will  wish  to 
return  to  these  seats  of  learning  in  order  to  complete  their 
training.  In  addition  we  understand  that  betv\Aeen  30,000  and 
40,000  others  presently  overseas  have  expressed  a desire  to  enter 
some  Canadian  University  when  demobilized  and  that  the  Government 
has  undertaken  to  provide  this  training  at  the  public  expense. 

In  order  that  it  might  make  the  fullest  con- 
tribution to  stabilizing  conditions  following  the  v/ar,  the  Gover- 
nors of  the  Universitjr  decided  to  make  a public  appeal  for  funds  - 
the  first  and  only  one  in  a hundred  years  - the  plan  being  to  ex- 
tend and  improve  the  present  facilities  to  a point  where  it  would 
be  better  able  to  accomraodate  the  additional  thousands  who  will 
desire  to  enter. 

This  quiet  campaign  received  a very  definite 
setback  when  you  made  the  announcement  with  respect  to  contribu- 
tions by  companies  and  corporations;  and  this  letter  is  for  the 
purpose  of  asking  you  to  reconsider  your  decision.  It  is  the 
deliberate  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Board  that  if  the  Uni- 
versities are  permitted  to  expand  nov/,  they  will  be  in  a position 
to  do  their  part  after  the  war  better  and  at  a cost  much  less 
than  if  the  financing  is  left  till  later  and  the  necessary  con- 
struction is  hurriedly  done.  Incidentally,  equipment  cannot  be 
obtained  on  short  notice.  The  more  we  are  permitted  to  raise  now, 
the  less  the  Government  will  have  to  provide  at  a later  date  to 
implement  its  promise  to  the  men  presently  overseas.  Me  are 
assuming  that  the  Govermaent  will  have  heavy  capital  burdens  in 
the  postwar  period  and  our  suggested  plan  would  abate  the  diffi- 
culty somewhat .

"The  Property  Committee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board 
of  Governors ;- 

1.  A.  J.  Maycock,  Caretaker  of  the  Household  Science 
Building,  reached  the  retiring  age  of  70  in  November,  1941. 
Upon  the  Superintendent’s  recommendation  Maycock  has  been  con- 
tinued in  the  employ  of  the  University  since  that  time  as  he 
was  still  capable  of  giving  good  service  and  as  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  a suitable  successor  on  account  of  the  war. 

For  the  same  reasons  the  Superintendent  again  recommends  that 
Maycock  be  appointed  for  another  year  from  July  1st,  1944, 
and  5'’our  Committee  concurs  in  this  recommendation, 

2.  In  connection  with  the  alterations  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  women’s  residence  at  No.  5 Willcocks  Street*  for 
which  the  Superintendent  had  requested  that  the  sum  of  ^7,000 
be  inserted  in  the  1944-45  Estimates,  the  Superintendent  now 
asks  that  this  amount  be  made  available  in  the  present  year 
1943-44  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  proceeded  with  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  building  is  vacated  for  this  Session. 
Your  Comraittee  recommends  that  this  request  be  granted. 

3,  Your  Committee  considered  the  sketch  plans  for 
the  proposed  building  for  Chemical  Engineering  and  Chemistry, 
prepared  by  Messrs.  Page  and  Steele,  the  Architects  appointed 
for  this  work,  following  the  visit  of  their  representative  and 
certain  members  of  the  University  staff  to  other  universities. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Macdonald, 
Seconded  by  President  Cody, 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Superintendent  be 
authorized  to  proceed  with  detailed  plans  and  specifications 
in  this  connection.
